The AJd.A, and Falestine Policy. 

THe debate at the Anglo-Jewish Association on Sunday seems to us 
to have missed the reality of the situation, as indeed has the whole 
discussion, both at that body and at the Board of Deputies, in regard to 
the famous Clause 5 of the Joint Commitiee’s proposals. As 
we have before remarked, we ourselves do not attach very 
much practical importance to the formulation by the Joint 
Committee of the scheme, at all, The Zionist organisation 
is charging itself with the future settlement of our pe ple in Palestine, 
and the proposa!s of hat organisation, whatever they my finally be, are 
the only ones that really count. For, assuming that the suggestions of 
ay other organisation were accepted by the Peace Conference, but that 
the Z onist organisation refused them, it is quite easy to see that they 
would he worth no more than the paper upon which they were written 
or printed. The purpose of the clause which was agreed to 
on Sunday, . however, appears to us to be founded upon a 
c«pital error—the error that Jews in. Palestine, after the Jewish Nati»nal 
Home is there set up, will not, soouer or later, be Jews in something 
more than in race or religion, They will, of course, be Jews nationally, 
and therefore a provision which prevents any special privileges being 
accorded to any particular race or religion will not aff ct the 
National Jews of the New Palestine. On the other hand, we contend 
that if the purpose of the British Declaration is to establish a 
Jewish National Home, it follows that Jews—regarded as_ such 
pationally— must be accorded privileges or pre-emptions in Palestine. 
That is only in line with the general practice which ix followed when any 
people is settled in any land. M*. MONTEFIORE explained that 
his anxiety was that if Jews received § sprcial privileges in 
Palestine, we could not claim equal citizen privileges for Jews 
in other countries, such as Poland. But in Peland, if there were 
any dfferentiation made against Jews, it would be male against them on 
account of their religion or race; and no differentia ion on such score is 
contemplated in Palestine by anyone against anybody. Thereis nothing 
inconsistent in-saying that in Palestine Jews whoare such nationally may 
have special privileges, just as Britishers have in England and Frenchmen 
in France, while, say in Poland, where Jews are Jews religionsl or 
racially, no differentiation ought to be made against them. We qnite 
understand that men like Mr. MONTEFIORE and Sir PHILIP MAGNUS 
would not agree that Jews can be anything but Jews religiously (or 
at inost racially) even in Palestine, and even when a Jewish National Home 
isthere set up. But that is to sweep away the whole of the fundamental 
principle of the British Declaration, and if that was the purpose of these 
gentlemen, or of those who voted for the resolution on Sunday, 
it surely would have made their trnc position clearer if they had 
declared themselves opposed to the British Declaration in principle and 
there left the matter alone. To affect to back up the British Declaration 
by a scheme which, in effect, rules out the whole purpose of the 
Declaration, does not strike us as a commendable, or, indeed, a straight- 
forward, course to take. 


The Board of Guardians. 


Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN was justified when, in the course of his 
annual review of the work of the Board of Guardians, he expressed 
gratitnde that the Board emerges from the anxieties of the War far more 
satisfactoriy than most of us dared to hope four years ago. It is only 
fair to say, however, that, if it has done so, the cause is to be found very 
largely in the zeal and the devotion of Mr. Conen himself as 
President of the Institution, It is obvions that new social conditions are 
Opening out which may affect the Board's aotivities. The President 

imself mentioned several of them. Indeed, the whole future of such 
ies as the Jewish Board of Guardians is not a little obscured by the 
extension of what we may oall the paternal view of the State’s functions, 
while the possible bad years with which the country is faced, the apparently 
inevitohle severe limitations of immigration, and the redistribution of 
wealth in the Community, introduce fresh disturbing elements. We hope 


that the voluntary workers, for whom Mr. COHEN once more appealed, will 
come forward in considerable numbers. Just because the c» ditions ar& 
likely to be unprecedented—and Mr. COHEN'S address, confi .ed very much 
to administrative detail, sheds little light upon them—the Board will need 
the best of the communal brain and energy, 


The Community's £ upport. 


WHETHER the Community as a whole will remain as loyal as hitherto 
to its “premier charity” we do not know. It is unpleasant, for instance, to 
find the President stating that a personal letter, which he addressed to 
thirty-five firms and others who had done well in the war, for support 
evoked not a single answer. But we do not think that that ind cates 
special hard-heartedness in the newly-rich. We are more ivclined to 
attribute it to the fact, as indeed, does Mr. COHEN, that the old methods 
have ceased to impress. Mr. CouEeNn thinks that the written word 
must now give wayto the personal appeal. Bat we should go 
much furt*_, and say that in days when the most reservec 
Government departments have launched out into publicitv, and recog: 
nised that the nation could not be saved without it, the Board, too, 
must relax a little of its stubborn conservatism and adopt more p -pular 
methods of app ‘al. The newly-rich are children of modernity, and they 
must be approached with modern methods. At the same time, we are 
compelled to repeat, what we have already had occasion to say, tha! the 
vendetta which the President of the Board and several of his most 
prominent colleagues on that body have encouraged against foreign-born 
coreligionists, in connection with the League of British Jews, must 
make difficulties forthe Board. It estranges the sympathies of the British- 
born Jew for the institution's protégés, and it disposes the foreign-born Jew 
to wash his hands of the Board and its finances. We can only hope that 
these disastrous tendencies will be restrained. The ou'lco® is uncertain, 
and none of us can wish to see an organisation weakened which, what- 
ever we may think of this or that detail of its administration, has 
meant so much to the prestige of Angio-Jewry. We should like, while 
on this point, to pay a word of tribute to the kindred institution in Man- 
chester. Judging from the reports which re-ch us from time to time, it 
seems to be well-capiained, well-support«d, aud a credit to this important 
local community.

Mr. Zangwill and the **Morning lost." 

WE commend the further reply of Mr. ZANGWILL to the Morning 
Post, which will be found printed elsewhere in the present issue, and tothe 
d sgraceful letter signed “A British Jew” (which appeared in that news- 
paper and which we reproduced in our columns last week). Mr. ZANGWILL, 
in his answer to that letter, which we could not forbear from 
characterising in the terms we did, assu'nes, we see, that it was 
the work of a coreligionist. If that be a fact, then sorrow has to he 
added to our indignation at a basely treacherous performance. Mr. 
ZANGWILL'S mordant shafis of irony are none too severe a treatment for 
such an iniquity, As for the Morning Post, we, like Mr. ZANGWILI, 
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prefer a journal that “ straightforwardly expresses a political stand- 
point which other journals becloud by cant.” As Mr. ZANGWILL 
says, “one knows where one is.” But eqnally with him we 
resent the attempt to stigmatise Bolshevism as “ -pecifically Semitic” 
because some Jews happen to be associated with it. That, 
in a word, is precisely our quarrel with the Morning Post. 
{t is an old, and in the long run a futile, mancewre, this attempt 
to discredit any movement or school of thought by labelling it Jewish. 
It is not only fatal to the free play of honest thought among Jews them- 
selves—thus terrorising them into a species of intellectual slavery—but 
has the effect of identifying the whole Jewish people with what may be 
the views of a small minority of them, and arousing against them, 


_ collectively, the passions of the opposing creed, 


Jews and Bolshevism. 


Tuis is particularly evident in the matter of the Bolshevist trouble. 
We notice that the Times has been giving figures about the predominance 
of Jews among the executive officers of Russian Bolshevism, But these 
men—assuming the Times is correct in all cases concerning their racial 
identity—represent a minority, and it is surely necessary, if we would 
bave the exact truth of the matter, to point out that, however prominent 
Jews are in Bolshevist circles in Russia, the six millions or so of Russian 
Jews—the Jewish masses—bhave never, as a fact, shown collectively 
sympathy with the Bolshevist régime, Rather, indeed, have they been 
among its worst victims, the domination of the Bolsbevists being marked 
by a prolonged succession of pogroms so numerous and widespread that 
no adequate account of them has ever been published in Western 
Europe. But the Times has also, we observe, admitted that to “ the 
terrible history of the Jews in Russia” must we look to account for 
what sympathy Jews there show to Bolshevism. We rejoice at that 
meed of fair play on the part of our contemporary. The point it 
makes is also taken by our contributor Mentor in his references to Jews 
in connection with Bolshevism, which appear elsewhere in this issne. 
It is not only the Morning Post, we observe, which is eadeavouring 
to turn every Bolshevist conventicle into a Jewish gather- 
ing. The Outlook recently attacked Mr. ZANGWILL for having given 
encouragement at the Albert Hall meeting to “the worst manifesta- 
tions of anarchical sentiments indulged in by Jewish extremists.” Ina 
letter which be has addressed to that publication, Mr. ZANGWILL. points 
out that the meeting referred to, so far from being composed of “ Jewish 
extremists,” was “ overwhelmingly Christian,” and that be was the 
oaly Jewish speaker,

to the departed in a manner which every Jew desires. And to all who 
have nobly borne this voluntary part we would tender, in the name of 
the Community, our heartfelt thanks, 


Passover Hospitality for Troops. 

THE week before last we printed a letter from Mrs. HENRY Wotrr, 
the Hon, Secretary of the Hospitality Committee of the Central Welfare 
Council at 167, Strand, W.C., appealing for offers of hospitality over the 
Passover for young Jews who are serving in the Forees. The number 
of such offers has not, we very much regret to learn, been at all 
adequate. Unless many more reach the Committee, a _ large 
number of coreligionists will be in London during Passover week 
unable to observe the Festival in its Home ceremonials. We 
cannot believe that this is going to be the measure of gratitude 
and consideration to the brave boys who have been serving the country ; 
and that what they have done in order to render the land immune from the 
worst horrors of War will prove to be thus readily forgotten. Apart from 
this, however, there is the Jewish heart and conscience which we do not 
like to think in such a matter will be appealed toin vain. We trust that 
the Committee will yet receive a perfect avalanche of offers of hospitality, 
and that there will be no sailor or soldier of the Jewish faith who, needing 


it during Passover week, will not be the guest of some kindly and 
considerate family. 


A Communal Cemetery. 


OuR Manchester coreligionists will observe, from the announcement 
we print in another column, that the loca! Community has secured a site 
in the neighbourhood of Kersal for a commanal barying ground. This 
is the first time that a communal cemetery has been acquired as 
distinct from those attached to special Synagogues, and it is proposed 
to constitute a Communal Burying Board, which shall be at liberty 
to enrol as members individuals, as well as small Svwn:gogues, 
At the same time the difficulty of providing for the interment 
of the dead poor—a difficulty which has been growing with 
the increasing cost entailed—will be surmounted. It is this, indeed, 
which has given rise to the proposal, and with characteristic Jewish feel- 
ing the promoters hope to eKkminate from the funerals of the poor the 
taint of pauperism. The scheme appears to be a very admirable one, 
and Manchester Jews, who have never failed to support any Jewish pur- 


pose, will, we are sure, readily respond to the appeal which is made for a 
sum of £2,500 to defr+y the cost of the ground,

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IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR. 


PEACE, WAR— 
AND BOLSHEVISM. 


By MENTOR, 


HAT is written here is pendent to what appeared in this 


column last week. As I intimated, I propose to revert to 
the subject then referred to. 


OLSHEVISM is at once the most serious menace 

to, and the best hope of, Civilisation. Para- 

doxical as this may sound, but a little thought will show 
it to be abundantly true, The menace of Bolshevism is 


manifest. It puls down what, until now, it has shown itself 
unable efficiently to replace. In the name of freedom, it imposes 
gailing slavery. In the name of humanity, it inflicts the direst evil 
upon the men, the women, and children who come under its sway. 
It protests against class domination and itself imposes the domination of 
class wherever it can obtain power. It knows no bounds either in justice 
or in liberty. It murders, imprisons and tortures with the ruthlessness of 
an autocracy drunk wilh new-found authority. It is ruthless, relentless, 
all-engulfing. It falls upon thecountry it infects like a dire pestilence which 
casts people prone. It is a political disease, an economic infliction, a 
social disaster, 


ET, none the less, in Bolshevism there lies, to-day, the hope of 
Humanity. Forin essence, it is the revolt of peoples against 
the social state, against the evil; the iniquities—and the inequities— 
that were crowned by the cataclysm of the War under which the world 
groaned for upwards of four years, It is a revolution against a socia 
state which suffered Tsarism to exist in Russia and militarism in Pruasia 
and which still allows, alas, so many a crying wrong in countries that 
plume themselves on their freedom and boast of their liberty. 
B lsbevism is the signal to mankind to halt in its social, political, and 
economic ways of old; to stay and examine them in the light of the 
sacrifice of the millions of youth who have gone down todarkness eternal, 
cf the millions of treasure which war has wasted, and to ponder them 
in the light of the incalculable, ineffable burden which the 
years of struggle have placed upon Society, and, heaviest of all, 
upon the poor—in light of the war which was proof in a!l surety that 
the old order was doomed if civilisation was to survive. That Bolshevism 
broke out first in the country most oppres-<ed is nothing for wonder; itis 
merely natural, For centuries Russia had been the forcing ground of 
e.-ry infamy imposed by power and every wickedness done in the name of 
Government. That the creed has spread to a country whose national aspira- 
tions were for generations crushed, and where autocracy ruled, is nothing 
for wonder. Nor is the protest of Bolshevism merely a mutter for Russia 
and Hungary, or a menace only to bayonet-ridden Germany. It isa 
c allenge to the world—not least to the nations of freedom 
and liberty. It is a challenge to all the nations including the 
peoples who nourish liberty and freedom as _ precions prin- 
ciples, but who have passively allowed a state of affiirs to 
grow and putrefy into the infamies of Russian Ts:rism, the iniquity of 
Hongary, and the wickedness of German militarism; to the world that has 
suftered Society to fester into these andtobreak out intoth prurient,gaping, 
sloughing, agonising tumour of such a war as that which is not ended, 
though it is suspended. And the fact that this protest has been made is 
the world’s best hope, It is a demand for another order of things, for a 
social state which will render bumanity immune from the wickedness 
and such evil as resnited in the greatest war mankind has ever known, 
I: asks for some guarantee againsta system which dragged peoples innocent 
of any intention of killing, slaying, and slaughtering into the vortex of War 
—peacefully intentioned peoples who loathed and hated War (such as was 
Evog!and before that fateful day in August, 1914) —from whicheventhe most 
innocent of the belligerents, and even those who stood aside from the 
contest are suffering to-day ; though none were wholly guiltless of it, 
because for generations all passively concurred inthe system, If the world, 
as @ result of the War, had received no such warning § as 
Bolshevism, the evil would, in all probabi ity have gone on, deepening in 
its wrong, becoming ever blacker. Bolsbevism is a social fever 
which indicates a high biood temperature. It gives the warning 
of mischief that may be fatal. A wise doctor takes note of the 
‘fever and seeks to remove the cause. He does not call the fever ugly 
names or denounce it, nor is he so stunid as to confuse the patient’s 
cousequent delirium with his normal condition, as so many are confusing 
the delirium of Bolshevism with the normal state of the countries in 
which it is finding vogue. 


Att such indications on the part of the body politic that there is a 

disease that must be removed, else the patient must go under, are 
as unpleasant, as inimical, as is the delirium of the fever-stricken patient 
distressing. The French Revolution drowned Paris in blood, 
Its excesses were far greater than anything that even the 
most malicious bas attributed to Bolshevism. It instituted a Reign 
of Terror. It massacred Royalty. It condemed men and women day by 
day to the tumbril; so commonly indeed, that the men and women 
walking in the streets of Paris bardly looked round when some victim of 
the Jacobins was being taken to the Guillotine. Nothing and nobody 
was safe from the raging, tearing fever of the Revolution. For years it 
tficted upon France a series of inf+mies, of torture, of horror, of 
bloodshed almost unparalleled in history. Yet, at the end of it 
all, and notwithstanding its reaction in Napoleonism, a great English 
Writer declared that there had been nothing greater and more glorfous 
in all history than the French Revolution, By common consent what 
iberty, equality, and fraternity—liberty, equality, and fraternity which the 
French Revolution never gained, and which in seeking after it demeaned 
and disgraced—the rest of the world possesses to-day, it draws in large 
Measure from the days in which France was bathed in the anarchy of 


revolt, That is because the motive-spring which set the French Revolu- 
tion into being was an ideal for the betterment of mankind, a protest 
against the social, political and economic infamies which will for ever be 
associated with the régime of the Bourbons, a striving for a social state that 
would not allow unbridled luxury, lascivious prodigality, selfish extrava- 
gence, inhuman carele«sness, to thrive in the Court and togo on side by side 
with poverty, hunger, a life of groaning and moaning in the alleys hard 
by. And, even now, while the terror of Bolshevism is in full swing, a 
writer in an English Daily paperis brouchttodeclare, as onedidtheother day, 
that at root Bolshevism in ideal has nothing comparable to it since the 
teachings which Jesus of Nazareth gave to the world. The writer had, 
there is little doubt, recollected the parable of the rich man, torn with 
suffering in Hell, pleading to Lazarus, the beggar whose sores the dogs 


licked, resting in the bosom of Abraham in Heaven, It is the parable 
of the ideals of Bolshevism. : 


T is not difficult to see why a people which has managed to subsist 
throngh Tsardom, because of the religious ideals and ideas which it 
nourished throughout all its classes, a d not least among its peasantry, 
has been attacked by the ideals of Bolshevism, and why, released from 


Tsardom, it has, pendulum-like, swung into the arms of Lenin, looking to 
the ideals of his creed, and not to its wickedness orits excesses. The 
same reason obtains for the number of Jews who are to be found in 
Boishevist ranks, The Jew isan idealist. He will give much for an ideal. 
He thirsts for idealism as a goal of life. This may seem strange to those 
who associate the Jew with materialism. But the capacity of the Jew for 
idealism is such that he notoriously idealises even the material. The fact 
that there are so many of our people who have associated themselves 
with the ideale of Bolshevism, even although as Jews its excesses must be 
repugnant to them, has to be placed in conjunction with another fact. 
These men will be found for the most part unassociated with or disso- 
ciated from the Synagogue. Inthe ordinary way of speaking they are not 
observing Jews. Is it not patent that the Synagogue, having failed to 
attract them by its idealism, and no other ideal, not even a miterial ideal, 
having been provided for them—for they are not men of wealth and 
substance, such as are usually to be found among the bourgeoiste—they 
have ranged themselves on the side of Bolshevism, because h re was no 
Jewish ideal to which these Jews could devote their sentiments and their 
energies? I cannot understand how people who f r generations have, un- 
protesting, allowed the Jew, particularly in Eastern Europe, in Russia, 
to suffer pogroms, to be massacred and ill-treated, and tortured 
and murdered, and for two thousand years have kept our people outside 
the ambit of the most potent source of idealism that can appeal 
to men—that associated with National being—now have the bypocrisy, 
the soulless impertinence, to complain that so many of our people 
are Bolshevists! That Jews have been chosen to the extent they 
have to take a lesdi.g part in the movement in Russia and 
in Hungary, is merely because they are heavily endowed with intellect- 
nalism and capacity, as compared with the rest of the population. But 
the world must not be surprised that the Jew, who is an idealist or nothing, 
has turned to the idealism of Bolshevi-m, which a British writer has 
declared to be comparah'e to the idealism preached by the founder of 
Christianity. It were -urprising, really, were it otherwise. You cannot 
keep a people out of their rightful plice amid the nations of the 
world, aud tuen complain because they take the leading part which 
their abilities entitle them to in the nations among whom you have 
scattered them. The fact that at:morous millionaire afraid, and doubt- 
less with good cause, of Bolshevism, which he probably has never taken 
the trouble, or perhaps has not the capacity to apprecitte in full measure, 
places a ban of religious excommunication upon those Jews who are 
Bolshevists, is a thing for the gods to laugh at! 


HERE is much in the fact of Bolshevism itself, in the fact 
that so many Jews are Bolshevists, in the fact that the 
ideals of Bolshevism at many points are consonant with the finest 
ideals of Judaism, some of which went to form the basis of the 
best teachings of the founder of Christianity—these are things 
which the theughtful Jew will examine carefully. It is the thoughiless 
one who looks upon Bolshevi-m only in the a ly repulsive aspects which 
all social revolutions assume and which make it so hateful tothe freedom. 
loving Jew—when allowed to be free. I: 1s the thoughtless one that thus 
partia'ly examines the greatest problem the modern world has been set, 
and as his contribution to the solution dismisses it with some exclamation 
made in obedient deference to his own social pos tion, and to what for the 
moment bappens to be conventionally popul -r,

CONTINUED POGROMS : 


IN UKRAINE, 


COPENHAGEN [F.O.C.} 

The Govetnment of Ukraine is making great efforts to paci'y Jewish public 
@pinion with respect to the appalling pogroms which have just swept the coun- 
try. The Government is evidently anxious not to offend the military instigators 
of the pogroms, but on finding that, despire a'l efforts to hide the reports of the 
massacres they bad come to light, the Ministry resolved to offer compensation 
to the sufferers The original grant was increased to seven million roubles. 
To a deputation of the Jewish Community of Tarnopo!, the Government 
promised to compensate even the sufferers from the Polish pogroms in the 
towns now occupied by the troops of Ukraine. Three of the ringleaders of the 
pogrom at Tarnopol were shot, and the agitators, Sikursky and Lapazevsky, 
were arrested, The Government also promised to publish a fall report of the 
pogroms and to take adequate measures against a repetition of them. 

The following report, based upon the statements of eye-witnesses, has been 
sent to us for publication: 

The pogroms were organised by the Haidamaks, with the Death Regiment 
at the head, under Commander Poljenko, At Berditchev, 58 Jews and Jewesses 
were killed and over 200 were wounded. At Zhitomir, 105 were killed and 305 
wounded, and not one Jewish dwelling was spared. Between Kreff and Bach- 
matsch not a single Jewish townlet was spared by the Death Kegiment. Atthe 
Bachmatsch station, Colonel Angel ordered all Jews and Jewessus to be stripped, 
and at all the stations on the line from Kieff to Bachmatsch placards with the 
following notice were displayed: “Beware of Jewish smugglers who are 
Bolshevist officers.” At Tschernobyl, 36 Jewish notabilities were drowned in 
the river, and many well-known Jewish girls were assembled and publicly dis- 
honoured. At Ovrutsch, 56 prominent Jews, with the Kabbi at the head, were 
stripped and finally shot. Poyroms also occurred at Belajazerkow, Letitchev, 
Elisabethgrad, Vassilkov, and Fastov. . 

The Ukrainian press was forbidden to publish accounts of the pogroms, 
and the Government had no courage openly to oppose the Haidamaks. The 
only protest was made by the Jewish National Assembly, which adopted a 
resolution expressing indignation at the criminal attitude of the Ukrainian 
Government towards the progroms. The publication of the resolution was 
allowed by the Censor, but with the suppression of the words relating to the 
Government. 


IN POLAND, 

A fresh outbreak of anti-Jewish pogroms at Kalisch, Busk, Wielun, and 
many other places, is reported. A great number of Jews have been wounded, 
and shops and houses have been plundered and ruined. The citizens’ militia 
and soldiers were either indifferent or else took part in the riots. 


IN BOHEMIA, 


CuPENHAGEN [F.O.C.) 
Anti-Jewish disturbances occurred at Klattau (near Prague), in the course 
of which many shops, as weil as the Synagogue, were plundered. At the 
Synagogue many valuables belonging to the Galician war refugees had been 
deposited. The rioters carried everything away with them. The Municipality, 
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the Merchants Union, the Labour Organisations, and.the Food Authorities met 
after the riots aud adopted pians to prevent future ou: breaks. 


The Alleged Jewish. Plot in Cracow, 

The Zionist Organisation (London Bureaa) has made enquiries concerning 
the récently published report of the discovery of arms and ammunition in 
Jewish houses and synagogues in Cracow and of the unearthrng there of an 
alleged Jewish revolutionary plot, It was ascertained that the only ground for 
this report was the discovery of 300 rifles belonging to the Cracow Jewish Self. 
Defence Corps, which was organised for de'ence against pogroms that broke 
out in various parts of Galicia and Poland. All other statements published in 
connection with thismatter, whether by the Polish Telegr«phic Agency or other 
medium, are untrue, and are apparently inspired by a desire to prejudice the 
Jewish cause. The facts have already been explained in the Polish Liet by Dr 
Osias Thon, the Jewish deputy for Cracow, — 


Jewish Writers Arrested at Warsaw. 
[F.O.C. | 

The two popular Jewish writers, MM. Nomberg (a member of the Con 
stituent Assembly) and Heftman, were arrested in the street at Warsaw in the 
course of the usual hunts for Jews. As the result of many representations to 
the authorities, they were released.

A resolution ~%s 
unanimously passed, in which “the national Jews organised on a democr®'< 
basis are recognised as members with equal rights in the League of Nations.

Hermann Struck is undoubtedly the outstanding Jewish artist-—in the 
Opmnion of many, the most original of Jewish artists. But, apart from bis great 
artistic achievements, Herr Struck is a notable figure in the Zionist Movement.

Bolshevism and the Jews. 


MR. ZANGWILL AND THE “MORNING POST.” 


The Morning Post of Saturday printed the following letter from Mr. I. 
Zangwill in reply to a letter signed “A British Jew,” published in its issue of 
the previous Thursday and reproduced in-onr-ast issue :— 

Sir,—I welcome the letter from “A British Jew” as confirming my 
contention that my views are not -thank God!—those of British Jewry. I may 
add that though I never saw the famous “ red flags draped in biack for Rosa 
Luxemburg and Liebknech«” (they were probably behind me or overhead), 
‘I should have rejoiced to pay tribute to those great souls, who, whatever their 
ultimate aberrations, stood out staunchly against German Militarism in its most 
triumphal hour, I rejoice that one at least of th's courageous couple was a 
member of my race. It helps to console me for the existence of British Jews 
too timid even to sign their letters to the Press. 


The issue between you, sir, and myself is simple. I sincerely esteem your 
organ because of i's straightforwardness in expressing a political standpoint which 
other journals becloud by cant. One knows where one is. But I—with quite 
a number of my Christian or Gentile fellow-citizens—belong to the opposite 
political camp. Tor you, therefore, to stigmatise the views of this camp, when 
held by Jews, as unpatriotic or specifically Semitic, is, apart from its unreason- 
ableness, tantamount to an attempt to terrorise all Jews into accepting your 
pol tical opinions. This intimidation seems to have succeeded with your 
correspondent, but it will have no effect upon me, feeling, as I do, that true 
patriotism or true Judaism consists in contributing one's best and sincerest 
thought and feeling to the common stock. What contradiction is there 
between my demanding territorial expression for Jewish nationality and my 
persuasion that no nationality liveth to itself alone ?—Yours, &.. 


ISRAEL ZANGWILL, 

In addition to the Morning Post the Outlook commented upon Me. 
Zangwill’s participation in the Albert Hall meeting, and accused him of “giving 
encouragement to the worst manifestations of anarchical sentiments indulged in 
by Jewish extremisis.” To that Mr. Zangwill replied: 


I regret that an organ of the Outlook's ability and reputation did not verify 
its facts before accusing me: of “giving encouragement to the worst manifesta- 
tions of anarchical sentiments indalged in bv Jewish extremists.” 

I have never taken part in a meeting of Jewish extremists. You probably 
refer to the overwhelmingly Christian meeting, which was held on February 
8th at the Albert Hall, to protest against our intervention in Russia, at which 
I was the only Jew among the dozen speakers, or the many eminent Enylishmen 
who wrote or wired their sympathy. Moreover, I was the only speaker specifically 
to repudiate Bolshevism, 

All the same, I cannot understand what you mean by regarding even the 
British Bolshevist as the enemy of his country. Bolshevism, as the case of 
Hungary seems to prove, does not necessarily imply revolution or violence, 
and to seek to change the economic structure of one’s country has never 
hitherto been considered disloyal. 


A writer in the Globe also criticised Mr. Zangwi!!'s part in the meeting, as 
well as the meeting itself. To that journal he hasreplied as follows. 

In your issue of the 24th March, Mr. F. D. Fowler writes :— 

“Shortly after the Russian Revolution a meeting was held at the Albert 
Hall to advocate a soldiers’ and workmen's Soviet in this country, at which an 
audience of 10,000, mostly Russian Jews, applauded the speeches of Mr. Zangwill 
and others.” 

Kindly allow me to state that the meeting in question was not held shortly 
after the Russian Revolution, but in its second year; that its object was not what 
your correspondent states, but to protest against intervention in Russia; that it 
was not composed mostly cf Russian Jews, but was overwhelmingly Christian; 
that there was no Jew among the many eminent Englishmen who wrote to express 
their sympathy with its objects, and that I was the only Jew among the dozen 
speakers. Moreover 1 was the only one of those speakers who specifically 
repudiated Bolshevism. 

It will be seen out of what phantasmal tissue Mr. Fowler weaves his anti- 
alien arguments. Hesigns himself Hon. Secretary of the Society for Upholding 
Political Honour; but if thisis a specimen of his veracity, 1 am afraid his ideas 
of honour must be as distorted as his political notions. 


Jews and Poles.

[To THE EpiTor.] 

Str,—In your issue of the 28th March, I notice that at the meeting of the 
Board of Deputies Dr. Daiches raised the question of the Galician Jews, who, 
he urged, should no longer be regarded as alien enemies. 

But the President said that difficulties were being raised owing to a large 
number of these Jews disclaiming Polish nationality and claiming to be simply 
Jews, and that this was just the burden of M. Paderewski'’s complaint. 

Now let me pcint out that M. Paderewski s committee, set up in London 
at No. 2, Upper Montague Street, Russell Square, for the benefit of 
Poles, have refused to recognise Jews as Poles from the outset, although proofs 
were given that they were of Polish nationality, which they claimed. Can one 
wonder that Jews prefer not to claim Polish nationality which, when applied 
for, is refused them ?- 

. Hearing that a committee was set up for Poles to be able to divest them- 
selves of the stigma of the title “alien enemy,” I applied to this committee with 
all necessary documents, birth certificates, etc., but after a few days | received 
the polite answer that the committee could do nothing for me. Not being 
content with this answer, I applied personally to the office and interviewed the 
secretary, who advised me to send in my papers again for reconsideration. 
They met with the same fate as my former application. 

I hope the Board of Deputies may see how far Messrs, Paderewski and Co, 
are prepared to meet the Jews’ rights.

The Government is evidently anxious not to offend the military instigators 
of the pogroms, but on finding that, despire a'l efforts to hide the reports of the 
massacres they bad come to light, the Ministry resolved to offer compensation 
to the sufferers The original grant was increased to seven million roubles. 
To a deputation of the Jewish Community of Tarnopol, the Government 
promised to compensate even the sufferers {rom the Polish pogroms in the 
towns now occupied by the troops of Ukraine. Three of the ringleaders of the 
pogrom at Tarnopol were shot, and the agitatoss, Sikursky and Lapazevsky, 
were arrested, The Government also promised to publish a full report of the 
pogroms and to take adequate measures against a repetition of them. 

The following report, based upon the statements of eye-witnesses, has been 
sent to us for publication: 

The pogroms were organised by the Haidamaks, with the Death Regiment 
at the head, under Commander Poljenko. At Berditchev, 58 Jews and Jewesses 
were killed and over 200 were wounded. At Zhitomir, 105 were killed and 305 
wounded, and not one Jewish dwelling was spared. Between Kieff and Bach- 
matsch not a single Jewish townlet was spared by the Death Kegiment. Atthe 
Bachmatsch station, Colonel Angel ordered all Jews and Jewessus to be stripped, 
and at all the stations on the line from Kieff to Bachmatsch placards with the 
following notice were displayed: “Beware of Jewish smugglers who are 
Bolshevist officers.” At Tschernobyl, 36 Jewish notabilities were drowned in 
the river, and many well-known Jewish girls were assembled and publicly dis- 
honoured. At Ovrutsch, 56 prom:nent Jews, with the Kabbi at the head, were 
stripped and finally shot. Poygroms also occurred at Belajazerkow, Letitchev, 
Elisabethgrad, Vassilkov, and Fastov. 

The Ukrainian press was forbidden to publish accounts of the pogroms, 
and the Government had no courage openly to oppose the Haidamaks. The 
Only protest was made by the Jewish National Assemb'y, which adopted a 
resolution expressing indignation at the criminal attitude of the Ukrainian 
Government towards the progroms. The publication of the resolution was 
allowed by the Censor, but with the suppression of the words relating to the 
Government. 


IN POLAND, 

A fresh outbreak of anti-Jewish pogroms ai Kalisch, Busk, Wielun, and 
many other places, is reported. A great number of Jews have been wounded, 
and shops and houses have been plundered and ruined. The citizens’ militia 
and soldiers were either indifferent or else took part in the riots. 


IN BOHEMIA, 


CuUPENHAGEN [F.O.C.}) 
Anti-Jewish disturbances occurred at Klattau (near Prague), in the course 
of which many shops, as weil as the Synagogue, were plundered. At the 
Synagogue many valuables belonging to the Galician war refugees had been 
deposited. The rioters carried everything away with them. The Municipality, 
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the Merchants Union, the Labour Organisations, and the Food Authorities met 
after the riots and adopted pians to prevent future ou: breaks. 


The Alleged Jewish. Plot in Cracow. 


The Zionist Organisation (London Bureau) has made enquiries concerning 
the récentily published report of the discovery of arms and ammunition in 
Jewish houses and synagogues in Cracow and of the unearthing there of an 
alleged Jewish revolutionary plot. It was ascertained that the only ground for 


this report was the discovery of 300 rifles belonging to the Cracow Jewish Self. 


Defence Corps, which was organised for de'ence against pogroms that broke 
out in various parts of Galicia and Poland. All other statements published in 
connection with thiematter, whether by the Polish Telegr phic Agency or other 
medium, are untrue, and are apparently inspired by a desire to prejudice the 
Jewish cause. The facts have already been explained in the Polish Diet by Dr 
Osias Thon, thé Jewish deputy for Cracow. 


Jewish Writers Arrested at Warsaw. 
COPENHAGEN [F.0O.C.} 


The two popular Jewish writers, MM. Nomberg (a member of the Con. 
stituent Assembly) and Heftman, were arrested in the street at Warsaw in the 
course of the usual hunts for Jews. As the result of many representations to 
the authorities, they were released. 

The police also calied at the residence of one of the leaders of the l’oa'é 
Zionists, M. Lew, with the intention of arresting bim. As they could not find 
him, his two brothers were detained as hostages until bis reappearance and 
surrender to the Authorities. 


M, Take Jonescu on Rumanian Jewish Problem. 
[F.O.C.) 

The Rumanian statesman, M. Take Jonescu, has stated that Rumania can 
never consent to demands embracing national minority rights for the Jews, 
The Government was in favour of the Zionist claims in Palestine, but, as far as 
Rumania itself was concerned, equal rights for the Jews wou'd have to suffice. 
The Jews in the new Rumanian kingdom, he estimated, would number 850,000, 
or one quarter of the urban population. They would certainly ob:ain civil 
rights, but as they formed in no province a compact body national rights for 
them was out of the question. He predicted that the Jews would become very 
influential in the country, as the abolition of ownership of large estates and the 
distribution of land meant the passing of the power from the large landowners 
to the wealthy merchants and tradesmen, thus affording an Opportun'ty to tie. 
Jews to acquire influence. M. Jonescu also stated that the Zionist claimsin Pales- 
tine were not likely to weaken the position of the Jewsin other countries, Hemain 
tained that the reports of the persecution of the Jews were greatly exaggerated, 
‘as in reality all anti-Jewish restrictions had never been strictly enforced.” In 
conclusion, he raised objections to the Yiddish language, which sounded too 
German. He expressed his preference for Hebrew,

Jewish Activities in Switzerland. 
ZURICH [F.A.C. | 

During the past few weeks Switzerland has again become the lan: of 
international meetings and conferences, Early in February the Internatio a! 
Socialist Conference met at Berne and, for the first time in its history, 
delegates of the Poalé Zion were admitted. The question of Palestine, 
and also that of the Jews in the diaspora, was fully dealt with. The Conference 
gave unanimous approval to the Jewish rights to Palestine, and even the Frenc® 
Socialists supported our demands. Unfortunately, the Bund's delegates oppos:d 
us and submitted a statement against a Jewish Palestine, and even when (ic 
other Jewish delegates sugested that the Polish Socialists be asked to give reaso”s 
for their passive attitude during the pogroms, the Bund protested, saying (hat 
this would shame the Polish Socialists. In spite of this anti-Jewish action b; 
the Bund, the Jewish question was successfully brought before the Conference 
which also adopted an energetic resolution protesting against the recent pogr:' 

A Conference of quite another description was that held by many Ortho 
Jewish organisations in Zurich. The majority of the delegates were from 
Germany, but Holland and Ia y were also represented. Naturally, all the 
cussions dealt with the future of Orthodox Jewry and the steps to be taken ‘> 
create a big authoritative organisation. The Agudath Israel, which conve:«! 
the Conference, and which possessed nearly half of the mandates, evidcr' y 
needs some support in its endeavour to rebuild the Agudah, that has during |'° 
war consistently maintained not only an anti-Zionist but also a far from neu! 
attitude. It is no doubt for this reason that the delegates to be inv ied 
were carefully selected, and the Mizrachi world organisation carefully exc! ‘¢' 
With the exception of some anti-Zionist outbreaks—as, for instance, when Ka!» 
Breuer, of Frankfort, stated that as Ezra took with him the rabble and uncle: 
of Jewry from Babvion to Palestine so let the rabble now go from us—the Co 
ference passed off harmoniously, and resolutions in favour of a Jewish Palesine 
and political and civil rights in the diaspora were adopted. It is dou!!! 
whether the Conference will achieve the successes which an internavion®! 
orthodox conference deserves. The partiality shown before and during '''° 
Conference, and the separatist taint of Frankfort which still clings to the inter 
national orthodox movement have harmed the movement. It is a@ pity ‘| 
Orthodox Jewry does not elect those leaders who really represent the feelin> 
of the orthodox fftasses, 

At the International League of Nations Conference recently held in Berne. 
the Jews were recognised as a nation with equal rights to those of other natio"s 
On the proposition of Dr Klatzkin, the representative of the Zionist organ: 
tion, the right of self-determination was granted to the Jews. A resolution 4s 
unanimously passed, in which “the national Jews organised on a democr’''c 
basis are recognised as members with equal rights in the League of Nations. 

But in Switzerland as everywhere else it is a case of “ Der Jude wird 
verbrannt.” The fear of Bolshevism which has spread throughout Europe has 
become a strong weapon in the hands of the anti-Semites, and the poor Jewish 
fugitives from Russia and Galicia who found a refuge in this country now 
tremble lest they be expelled, as is demanded by the Conservative Parties °"4 
the general Press, Switzerland is to-day the only country which refuses (¢ 
Jews.the right of practising Shechita, - Temporarily the probibition was 
removed during th war, but a!ready Parliament and Press are clamouring ‘°° 


itsrenewal, An effort is basing made by Swiss Jewry to suspend the Act, and 
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National Councillor Goetschel (the only Swiss Jewish National Councillor) bas 
brought the matter before Parliament. It is, however, doubtful whether any 
success will be achieved. : - 

The Jewish National idea is highly developed in this country. Prior to 
the consideration of the Zionist demands at the Peace Conference, the tension 
was very great and the hopes were even greater; now a feeling “Of relief seems 
to have settled on the people, and the logical consequence of Zionism, emigra- 
tion to Zion, is being organised. | 

it is hoped that Basle will be decided upor for the next and most important 
Zionist Congress, Sentimental as we'll as p actical reasons call for another 
Basle Congress, and Swiss Jewry deserves this greatest of all honours for its 
untiring activity on bebalf of its brethren in all countries. 


THE CONFERENCE AT ZURICH. 

Zuricn } 
The Conference of Orthodox Jewry, which tock place in Zurich, 
was attended by about one hundred delegates from fourteen different 
lavds. The Conference was vehemently attacked on the Continent 
because of the deliberate exclusion of the Mizrachi Organisations and 
delegates, although these are \ery strong now. An official protest was lodged 
by the Mizrachi Bureau in Berlin, and a telegram of prot-st was also received 
from Rabbi Lowenthal, of Philadelphia, Vice-President: f the Orthodox Rebbis 
Organisation and delegate of the American Jewish Congress Among those who 
were present were Rabbis Schapiro (Kovno), Dr Winkler (Copenhagen), Tal 
(Utrecht), Dr. Sacerdo:i (Florence), Frank! (Budapesi), Horowitz (Jerusalem), 
and Nathan Birnbaum Vienna). 

A Commisson was formed and was charged to act, if possibile, in concert with 
other Jewish organisations attending the Paris Conference, and, “in the name of 
all Jewish masses faithful to the Torah in al! the lands of the Diaspora, solemnly to 
claim to be heard before the forum of the nations, and to press for the recognition, 
in principle, of Palestine as the Land of Israel, there to realise the people's 
national work on the basis of the divinely inspired teachingsand law.” As regards 
other countries, they were to demand international protection of the Jewish 
inhabitants, equality and guarantee of their right to form Jewish Communities 
recognised by the State, in accordance with the political circumstances of each 
country and the requirements of the Jews. Resolutions were passed cailing 
for the appointment of commissions to study the conditions of settlement in 
Palestine, to form a Palestine Bur: au for Jewish advisory purposes, to establish 
a Colonisation and Commercial Bank, with a head office in London and 
branches in Palestine, with a capital of 25 000 000 francs) A considerable 
amount of this capital has already been subscribed. The Conference further 
resolved to take immediate steps to regularise Jewish imm grations en mas e, 
which, it was anricipated, would begin as soon as the various frontiers were 
opened Special attention was devoted to tle question of thr study of the Holy 
law and the maintenance and development of the bieb schoo's for Talmud and 
for the restoration of those destroyed by the war. For all the foregoing pur- 


poses an Orthodox Jewish World Organisation was formed, with its central 
othice in Zurich.

i‘lermann Struck is undoubtedly the outstanding Jewish artist--in the 
Opmion of many, the most original of Jewish artists. But, apart from bis great 
artistic achievements, Herr Struck is a notable figure in the Zionist Movement. 
Not the least interesting fact is that he belongs to the Orthodox wing of the 
Zionist Organisation known.as the Mizrachi. Tall, slim, with a fine big black 
beard, Struck was one of the most conspicuous figures at the Zionist Congresses. 

© is a very able speaker and invariably pleads the cause of Orthodoxy from 
the Zonist platform, When the war broke out he was the head of the Mizrachi 
Srganisation, a position which he still occupies, there having been no inter- 
Saional conference of that wing of the Zionist movement. During the war 
Herman Struck gave his unlimited services to Jewish relief work, particularly 
2 Poland. He frequently visited Warsaw in connection with the distribution 
ot bis relief, and he contributed to many journals on the Jewish problems in 


stern Europe, He is, therefore, aptly described as “artist, and expert on 
Eastern Jews,” 


Other expert German delegates are | Herr Eduard Bernstein, the well-known 
Politician; Here Rathenau, of the General Electricity Company ; and Herron 
Melchior and Warburg, bankers. 


Bolshevism and the Jews. 


MR. ZANGWILL AND THE “MORNING POST.” 


The Morning Post of Saturday printed the following letter from Mr. I. 
Zangwill in reply to a letter sigaed “A British Jew,” published in its issue of 
the previous Thursday and reproduced in our last issue :— 

Sir,—I welcome the letter from “A British Jew” as confirming my 
contention that my views are not -thank God!—those of British Jewry. I may 
add that though I never saw the famous “ red flags draped in biack for Rosa 
Luxemburg and Liebknecht” (they were probably behiad me or overhead), 
I should have rejoiced to pay tribute to those great souls, who, whatever their 
ultimate aberratioas, stood out staunchly against German Militarism in its most 
triumphal hour, I rejoice that one at least of th's courageous couple was a 


member of my race, It helps to console me for the existence of British Jews 
too timid even to sign their letters to the Press. 


The issue between you, sir, and myself is simple. I sincerely esteem your 
organ because of its stra ghtforwardness in expressing a political standpoint which 
other journals becloud by cant. One knows where one is. But I—with quite 
a number of my Christian or Gentile fellow-citizens—belong to the opposite 
political camp. For you, therefore, to stigmatise the views of this camp, when 
held by Jews, as unpatriotic or specifically Semitic, is, apart from its unreason- 
ableness, tantamount to an attempt to terrorise all Jews into accepting your 
pol tical opinions. This intimidation seems to have succeeded with your 
correspondent, but it will have no effect upon me, feeling, as I do, that true 
patriotism or true Judaism consists in contributing one’s best and sincerest 
thought and feeling to the common stock. What contradiction is there 
between my demanding territorial expression for Jewish nationality and my 
persuasion chat no nationality liveth to itself alone ?—Yours, &c. 


ISRAEL ZANGWILL., 

In addition to the Morning Post the Outlook commented upon Mr. 
Zangwill’s participation in the Albert Halil meeting, and accused him of “ giving 
encouragement to the worst manifestations of anarchical sentiments indulged in 
by Jewish extremists.” To that Mr. Zangwill replied: 


I regret that an organ of the Outlook's ability and reputation did not verify 
its facts before accusing me of “giving encoaragement to the worst manifesta- 
tions of anarchical sentiments indalged in by Jewish extremists.” 

I have never taken part in a meeting of Jewish extremists. You probably 
refer to the overwhelmingly Christian meeting, which was held on February 
Rth at the Albert Hall, to protest against onr intervention in Russia, at which 
I was the only Jew among the dozen speakers, orthe many eminent Envlishmen 
who wrote or wired their sympathy. Moreover, I was the only speaker specifically 
to repudiate Bolshevism. 

All the same, I cannot understand what you mean by regarding even the 
British Bolshevist as the enemy of his country. Bolshevism, as the case of 
Hungary seems to prove, does not necessarily imply revolution or violence. 
and to seek to change the economic structure of one’s country has never 
hitherto been considered disloyal, 


A writer in the G/obe also criticised Mr. Zangwi'l's part in the meeting, as 
well as the meeting itself. To that journal he hasreplied as follows . 

In your issue of the 24th March, Mr. F. D. Fowler writes:— 

“Shortly after the Russian Revolution a meeting was held at the Albert 
Hall to advocate a soldiers’ and workmen's Soviet in this country, at which an 
audience of 10,000, mostly Russian Jews, applauded the speeches of Mr, Zangwill 
and others.” 

Kindly allow me to state that the meeting in question was not held shortly 
after the Russian Revolution, but in its second year; that its object was not what 
your correspondent states, but to protest against intervention in Russia; that it 
was not composed mostly cf Russian Jews, but was overwhelmingly Christiagy; 
thatthere waapo Jew among the many eminent Englishmen who wrote to express 
their sympathy with its objects, and that I was the only Jew among the dozen 
speakers. Moreover I was the only one of-those speakers who specifically 
repudiated Bolshevism. 

It will be seen out of what phantasmal tissue Mr. Fowler weaves his anti- 
alien arguments. Hesigns himself Hon. Secretary of the Society for Upholding 
Political Honour; but if thisis a specimen of his veracity, 1 am afraid his ideas 
of honour must be as distorted as his political notions. 


Jews and Poles.

[To THE EpitTor.) 

Sitr,—In your issue of the 28th March, I notice that at the meeting of the 
Board of Deputies Dr. Daiches raised the question of the Galician Jews, who, 
he urged, should no longer be regarded as alien enemies. 

But the President said that difficulties were being raised owing to a large 
number of these Jews disclaiming Polish nationality and claiming to be simply 
Jews, and that this was just the burden of M. Paderewski's complaint. 

Now let me point out that M. Paderewski's committee, set up in London 
at No. 2, Upper Montague Street, Russell Square, for the benefit of 
Poles, have refused to recognise Jews as Poles from the outset, although proofs 
were given that they were of Polish nationality, which they claimed. Can one 
wonder that Jews prefer not to claim Polish nationality which, when applied 
for, is refused them ?. 

. Hearing that a committee was set up for Poles to be able to divest them- 
selves of the stigma of the title “ alien enemy,” I applied to this committee with 
all necessary documents, birth certificates, etc., but after a few days | received 
the polite answer that the committee could do nothing for me. Not being 
content with this answer, I applied personally to the office and interviewed the 
secretary, who advised me to send in my papers again for reconsideration. 
They met with the same fate as my former application. 

I hope the Board of Deputies may see how far Messrs. Paderewski and Co, 
are prepared to meet the Jews’ rights.

PALESTINE POLICY. 


A special meeting of the Council was held on Sunday last at the 
Great Western Hotel. Mr. CLaupge G. MONTEFIORE, the President, 
was in the Chair. 

The meeting was convened to discuss the recommendations of the 
Executive Committee in regard to the Statement of Policy in reference to 
Palestine previously adopted by the Council, and to consider two proposed 
amendments. 


Prior to proceeding to the business of the meeting, a vote of condolence 
was passed by the Council to Lord Swaythling on the death of his mother. 

The CHAIRMAN said that it was desirable that the Council should consider 
whether or not it wished to use its freedom and proceed further with the matter 
of the Memorandum presented to the Peace Conference or not. The Executive 
decided that it wou!d be desirable for the Council to give instructions con- 
cerning a policy to the delegates at Paris. At present the memorandum of 
policy had been presented neither as from the Anglo-Jewish Association, the 
Board of Deputies, nor the Joint Committee, The Executive suggested that the 
wording of Clause 5 (printed in our last issue) of the Memorandum should not be 
left in a negative form but should be put in a positive form. (Sir Philip Magnus: 
“Hear, hear.”) It had been resolved that for Clause 5 (“ That no political 
or economic privileges or preferences be created in favour of any race or 
religious community ™) the following words be substituted: “ That there shall 
be the fullest equality of political and economic mghts for the members of all 
races and religious communities.” The Chairman said that Mr. H. R. Lewis 
had thought it would be desirable to omit the words “before the law” in 
Clause 4, which reads “ That for the whole population of Palestine there shall 
be complete religious equality before the law.” That suggestion was accepted 
by the Executive, Mr. Montefiore then moved the recommendations, and 
added that at the last meeting of the Board of Deputies the Clauses were 
adopted as now before the meeting. 

Haham Dr. GasTer asked that the Council be given permission to hear 
the correspondence that had passed between Dr. Weizmann and the Com- 
mittee, because he understood that it would not only create unity between 
the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies, but would enable 
them to work in unison with Dr, Weizmann. 

The following letter from Dr Weizmann was then read:

Hitherto, respectable and decent burial of the dead poor has been provided 
for by means of the payment of an annual sum of money by the Shechita 
Board, to one or other of the Synagogues having burial grounds of théir own. 

For years past an ever increasing sum has been, from year to year, 
demanded and paid, until at length the Synagogue holding the Board's contract 
for burials, has intimated that it is no longer able to undertake the work. 

It has been found impossible to make arrangements with any other burial 
authority. Temporary arrangements have, in consequence, had to be entered 
into, and payment per Capita is being made, involving an enormous annual 
expenditure for burials, 

The Board was left with no alternative but to purchase a piece of land as a 
burial ground: A suitable plot bas been secured in the neighbourhood of 
Kersal, and it now becomes necessary to raise funds for its purchase. 

In order to keep the ground free from any taint of pauperism, it is proposed 
to constitute a Commanal Burial Board, which shall have charge of the burial 
of the dead poor, and be at liberty to enrol individuals, as well as small Syna- 
gogues, as members. 

A sum of approximately £2,500 will be required for the purchase of the 
ground, and the erection of a wall and Mortuary House. 

We earnestly appeal for generous support, feeling confidest that no 
worthier object has ever been placed before the Jewish public.

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Charter of Liberty for the Jews to enter Palestine upon the terms he set out in 
those proposals, and it occurred to him that such a Charter should not contain 
a clause set forth in an excluding form. It would have been lamentable in the 
extreme, if nothing could have been done to heal the breach or balf breach 
between the Anglo-Jewish Association and the Board of Deputies upon that 
int. 

Mr. JosepH Cowen asked what exactly the words of the Clause meant. 
Zionists had demanded equality, for the Jews, of political and civic rights. They 
(the Anglo-Jewish Association) wanted equality of political and economic 
rights. Let them suppose that he—as a member of a race or religious Com- 
munity—was to settle in Palestine and to obtain a concession of some kind. 
Must there be at the same time some concession to go to an Arab, or a Syrian, 
or a Christian? (A voice: “Of course! ”) 

Sir PHiILip MaGnus, Bart, M_P., asked whether there was intended to be 
any difference between the words “fullest” and “complete,” preceding the 
word “equality” in the Clause. The word “ fullest” was not one he would 
like to see inserted in a legal clause of any kind, 

Mr. Lewis thought the word “fullest” was employed in regard to the 
word “ religious.” 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said, in reference to Mr. Cowen's observations, that 
Mr. Cowen was not present at the last debate when the matter was gone into 
very fully. The reason that they originally thought that clause desirable, was 
in order that they should be able, in dealing with the situation in Europe 
generally, to say that they were not asking for any equality for Jews, which 
they were not prepared to give to non-Jews in Palestine, and the Zionist pro- 
— as printed in the Jewistt CHRONICLE, did not by any means remove his 
ears upon that point. They were told that there was an intention to create 
certain economic privileges for the Jews in Palestine with the object of obtain- 
ing power for some years over a large part of the land, so that they might hold 
a@ proprietorship there. That was a most laudable ambition, but they had to 
look at the matter from a larger point of view, and they felt that when questions 
of land, commerce, trade, and so forth, were of vast importance to their brethren 
in faith in South-Eastern Europe, even a! |): ugh the Zionists might not obtain 
what they wanted in Palestine, it was mos: desiraple that they should make a 
statement of demands which would give a weapon to their hands, if the 
necessitv should arise, in regard to Jews in South-Eastern Europe. Suppose 
they said in Poland the Jewish Poles would like to preserve as much land as 
possible for the purpose of proprietorship, it would be a terrible thing, because 
= non-Jews would say they (the Jews) were trying to obtain proprietorship in 

oland. 

Mr. ELKAN N. ADLER, M.A., was sure that they all welcomed the com- 
promise that had been arrived at. 

Dr. ISRAEL ABRAHAMS, M.A., strongly approved of the words in the 
positive form. 

Mr. H. S. QO. HENRIQOVES said that it was really immaterial what words 
were used, so long as they were all agreed. If the majority was to govern, at 
any rate for some years, in Palestine,she Jews would not be the majority. He 
had said all along that the question of Palestine was a very small matter. 

Haham Dr. GastTer asked whether advantage had been taken by 
the Joint Committee or the Anglo-Jewish Association of the presence in 
this country of Mr. Louis .Marshall and Dr. Cyrus Adler. The clause as it 
stood was, he thought, an insult to England and an insult to the Jews. Did 
they for a moment suggest that Great Britain would differentiate in its settle- 
ment of rights between one set of inhabitants and another? On the other 
hand, where could any man point to any law of discrimination, either in the 
Law, Prophets, or the Siu’chan Aruch, between foreigner and native’? He 
entirely shared Mr. Montefiore’s opinion that the revised wording was no im- 
provement. (A Voice: What do you want?) Dr. Gaster answered that he 
claimed for the Jews who were going to settle in the land facilities which, 
accor ing to that clause, they could not have. He would ask them only to 
read the JEWISH CHRONICLE of that week and show him one country where 
pogroms were not taking place. (A Voice: France.) 

Dr. GASTER: You do not know what may happento-morrow. (Laughter.) 
He wanted, continued Dr. Gaster, Jews to have the possibility of establish- 
ing themselves in Palestine on a sure and lasting foundation. He objected to 
the clause because it was superfluous and unnecessary, and he would vote 
against it. 

Sir Puitip MaGNus, Bart., M.P., said that if arguments were needed in 
regard to the matter under discussion, those arguments had been ably stated by 
Dr. Gaster 

Mr. Joseru Cowen said that they were going to build up a Jewish 
National Home, and they must have certain privileges and certain priorities, 
and although he could not vote for the clause, he would not vote against it. 

Mr. Isaac SELIGMAN approved of the resolution, but he wished also to 
say that it was in his opinion absolutely necessary, if they were to have any 
effect with the Conference, that an agreement should be come to not only 
between the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, but between 
all the Jews throughout the world. 

The resolution was carried, Dr. Gaster being the only dissentient and Mr. 
Cowen not voting. 4 

Sir ADOLPH Tuck, Bart., said that he thought it was necessary now that 
they had passed the amended resolution they should again authorise the 
Joint Committee in distinct words to take up the subject of Palestine within its 
purview. 

Mr. MONTEFIORE said that it was now agreed by both parent bodies that 
this should be done. 

Mr. Cowen asked whether the Joint Committee had seen the different 
committees in Paris, who were insisting upon national rights for Jews in their 
respective countries. 

The CHAIRMAN replied that he had seen Mr. Louis Marshall. He did not 
think that at the moment he could go into a full debate upon the matter. 

Mr. Cowen asked if the delegates were bound by the Memorandum, or 
were they entitled to revise it so as to present a united front on the part of the 
Jews of the world? Did they give the delegates in Paris power to modify that 
Memorandum ? 

Mr. MONTEFIORE answered that certainly they had no such power, and 
would have to refer to the committee at home.

AN INQUIRY INTO ‘THE CONSTITUTION. 


The annual meeting of the Yehidim was held on Sunday, at the Vestry 
Room, Bevis Marks, Mr. Eustace A, Linpo, Vice-President of the Elders, 
presided. 

It was decided to erect a memorial to those members of the Congregation 
who have fallen during the war. 

The annual repo.t was discussed, The report contained a paragraph con- 
cerning Dr. Gaster's resignation, as follows: “A request from the Yehidim that 
he be asked to withdraw his resignation was submitted to the Elders, who 
gave the subject careful consideration, but they did not consider that, having 
regard to all the circumsiances, it would be in the interests of the congregation 
that he should resume the office of Haham.” 

In connection with this statement, Mr. CLaupe Levy moved a resolution 
asking that a Committee be formed to inquire into the constitntion of the 
Synagogue. He said that the report incorrectly gave the reason for Dr. 
Gaster's retirement. Ata meeting of Yehidim a majority bad passed a resolu- 
tion asking the Elders and the Mahamad to reconsider: the question of Dr. 
Gaster's retirement, and this request was completely vetoed by the Elders 
and the Mahamad. Mr. Levy thought that the Yehidim had wasted 
their time and breath in passing resolutions which the Elders and Mahamad 
threw out. He protested that in these democratic days such procedure was 
not calculated to stimulate the interest of younger members of the congrega- 
tion, or, in fact, of any members outside the clique who formed the Elders 
and Mahamad. He therefore proposed that a committee be formed consisting 
of Elders, members of the Mahamad, and Yehidim, who would go thoroughly 
into the whole question of the synagogue's constitution. 

Mr. H. ALVAREZ, in supporting the motion, asked what was the use of a 
majority unless its wishes were taken into account. He warned the Elders that, 
as far as Bevis Marks was concerned, it was the beginning of the-.end if the 
kind of treatment of the Yehidim now pursued by the Elders were persisted in. 
Why give a man a vote if it was to be of no value? 

The CHAIRMAN said that the majority at the meeting referred to by the 
last two speakers had consisted of only five members. The Mahamad had 
taken steps, as desired by the Yehidim, and, after a thorough re-consideration, 
had decided that it was best in the interests of the congregation not to re-open 
the question of Dr. Gaster's retirement. 

Mr. Joun Genese said that in hisopinion the Elders had no right to vote 
at meetings ofthe Yehidim. To their having done so at the meetiny at which 
the resolution referred to Was passed was attributabie the narrow majority of 
five by which it was carried. He supported Mr. Levy's motion. 

Mr. Eopwarp L. MocaTta pointed out that the views expressed by the 
former speakers displayed a considerable distortion of facts concerning the con- 
Stitution of the synagogue. The Elders and the Mahamad were an elected 
body. They were elected by the Yehidim, whom they therefore represented. 
That very day they had elected three of their representatives for a period of 
three years. In the same way that a member of Parliament represented 
his constituency, the Elders and Mahamad represented the Yehidim, who 
put them into office. The Elders always tried to, if possible, carry 
out the expressed wishes of the Yehidim. They were Yehidim themselves, 
and as such had naturally the right to attend and vote at meetings of the 
Yehidim. But they would be failing in their duty if, merely because of a 
majority yote, they were to fall in with views, which, after careful deliberation, 
they could not accept. Naturally the Elders, by reason of their office, knew 
more of the ins and outs of the congregation, and were in a better position to 
judge the advisability or the reverse of any course of action, than were congre- 
gants who were not on the executive body. In fact, no-one could throughly 
appreciate or understand the working of the synagogue until he had served on 
the Mahamad., 

After some further discussion Mr. Levy's motion was adopted. The 
following were elected on the Committee: Messrs. D. V. N. Da Costa and 
John Montefiore, Mahamad; Edward L. Mocatta and Judah D. Israel, Elders . 
and H. Alvarez, Claude Levy, and Corre, Yehidim

Mr. H. ALVAREZ, in proposing the re-election of the Treasurer, Wardens 
and Committee, strongly deprecated the tendency ia certain quarters to under- 
mine the position of Mr Mocattaas Treasurer. He instanced Mr. Mocatta's 
goodness and generosity towards the Institution. Bat for him, declared Mr. 
Alvarez, the institution would have had to be merged into the Home 
for Aged Jews. 

Mr. CLAUDE Levy said that he desired new blood in the honorary officers. 

Mr. Mocatta was unanimously elected, and Mr. J. Mendoza was elected 
as Warden. 

The CHAIRMAN expressed himself in accord with Mr, Levy's views. 

The Committee were re-elected, with the addition of Miss E, L. Levy. 

The CHAIRMAN moved that, under Law 16, Dr. Moses Gaster be elected 
an honorary member of the Committee for a period of five years. Mr. 
Mocatta said that it was largely through Dr, Gaster’s instrumentality

Mr. H. ALVAREZ, in seconding the motion, said that during the time that 
Dr. Gaster was the Haham he had worked body and soul for the Beth Holim. 

Mr. CLaupbe Levy proposed as an amendment that Dr. Gaster be e'ecied 
an honorary member for one year, to be re-elected with the Committee in 
the ordinary way. 

Mr. NuNes va Costa seconded the amsndment, which was carried.

Aliens and Scholarships. 


At the last meeting held by the o!d Education Committee of the Middlesex 
County Council, a resolution was carried by eight votes for, to five against, 
to the effect that scholarships should not be awarded to the children of aliens. 

Mr. Arthur H. Norris, who represents the South Kilburn Divison of 
Willesden and is the only Jew on the new Council, is a member of 
the newly-appointed Education Committee. Mr. Norris gave notice that at i's 
first meeting he would move the rescission of the resolution, The metting was 
held on Monday last. 

Mr. Norris, tn proposing his motion, said that the drastic resolution to 
which he took exception, if carried into effect, might strike at the whole of the 

ducational system of the Council. That resolution was unjust and dangerous, 

and betokened a narrow-minded and selfish policy. The Committee knew 
as well as he did that thousands of aliens had sacrificed their lives and given 
up their all for the country, and that there were thousands more who 
had been maimed and blinded for life. Did the Committee contemplate 
showing their gratitude by denying these men's children, many of them 
orphans, the right to enter for scholarships? 

In the discussion which followed only one member spoke in favour of the 
Original resolution. Among those who supported Mr. Norris’ motion were 
Alderman Cecil Fane de Salis, Chairman of the Council, Mr. Frederick Jenkins, 
Chairman of the Education Committee (who had moved the resolution com- 
plained of, but acknowledged that he had been converted by Mr. Norris argu- 
ments), and Mr. W. Giyn-Jones, 

Mr. Norris’ motion, on being put to the vote, was carried mer. con. 


The Revelation of Conscience.

Sir,—The thoughtful and suggestive remarks of “‘ Menror ” on War, in the 
current number of the Jewisn CHRONICLE, cause one to feel that we are making 
headway. There is one sentence, however, that is somewhat puzzling 
‘Mentor ” states that practically no alternative to war for settling internationa! 
disputes has yet been revealed to mankind, 

I would in all earnestness ask: “‘ What revelation are we awaiting?” Are 
we awaiting the reappearance of a Moses with a new dispensation, or shall we 
“summon spirits from the vasty deep" to reveal to us those ideas, which man- 
kind in the flesh has so far been unable to grasp. Is there nota sanerand more 
practical alternative? Instead of mankind sitting and wringing its hands in 
despair at the abolition of war, and then almost simultaneously piling up 
weapons and munitions, in rivalry and distrust of one another, would it not be 
infinitely better to listen to the still small voice, to the teachings of the Hebrew 
prophets: “ Not by might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” 

The God of love reveals Himself in many ways. It was surely the working 
of earnest men’s consciences that abolished polygamy and helped, in no smail 
measure, to remove slavery. That is beginning, we dare hope, to grapple with 
the great social evil. ; 

Could not a substitute be found, in a similar way, for the inefficiency of 
might as the means for a frue settlement of disputes—national or internationa! ’ 
If love were recognised and felt to be the paramount force of the Universe, one 
might hear less of nations preparing for possible future wars and more of inter- 
national fellowship and goodwill. 

There seems to be some prospects of the Jews again taking a place among 
the nations, Is it too much to hope that they will bear practical witness to the 
teachings—too long neglected—of some of their prophets, that they will say. 
“The world has oufgrown war as practical politics. We, the youngest nation, 
will have none of it. We will, if necessary, lay down our lives unweaponed, 1" 
proof of our faith that our God and our religion are a God and a religion o!

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JEWS’ TEMPORARY SHELTER.

PRESENTATION TO THE PRESIDENT, 


A presentation was made at the Jews’ Temporary Shelter, yesterday week, 
to the President, Mr. Hermann Landau, on the occasion of his seventy-fifth 
birthday. Aspecial meeting of the General Committee was held, at which Major 
LIONEL DE RoTuscuiLp, O.B.E., M.P., one of the Vice-Presidents, presided. 
Major de Rothschild said that it gave him special pleasure to do honour to Mr. 
Landau, who was beloved in all quarters, and by all well wishers of the com- 
munity. He (the Chairman) regretted that though a Vice-President he was 
unable, owing to stgess of work, to visit the institution very ogen. He con- 
gratulated Mr. Landau upon attaining to seventy-five years, and trusted that 
this was but a stepping-stone to more years of activity. Mr” Landau was not 
alone beloved in the East End, which was the scene of his loving labours, but 
also wherever he was known; his genial smile and friendly personality 
attracted countless admirers. Major de Rothschild said that other learned 
speakers would follow him ; he would therefore conclude his congratulations 
with the presentation of the portrait in oils of Mr. Landau, painted by Mr. 
Landau's niece. By that token the Committee wished to mark its aftection and 
appreciation of Mr. Landau. 

The Curer Rapa said that he was very happy to be present because, 
besides the co-workers of Mr. Landau at the Shelter, he wished to give expres- 
sion to the respect and love entertained for Mr. Landau by the larger Jewish 


world, in fact throughout Anglo-Jewry. No text was more eloquent than the 
life of a good man. And Hermann Landau had devoted fifty or fifty-five years 
of service to the betterment of his fellow-men, to the happiness of his poor 
downtrodden brethren. The Talmud told them that even more to be desired 
than the crown of kingship, the crown of priesthood, or the crown of learning 
was the crown of a good name. He had participated in the celebration of Mr, 
Landau's seventieth birthday celebration, and trusted that as, as it was written, a 
man reached the height of inspiration and power when he attained to eighty 
years, Mr. Landau would continue to exert his beneficial influence for many 
years tocome. He wished to voice the heartfelt gratitude of the Community 
for half a century's loyal service to its cause. 

Messrs. J. SCHWARTZSCHILD and L. DEYONG associated themselves with 
the congratulations offered to Mr. Landau 

.Mr. HERMANN LanpDavu ‘hanked Major de Rothschild and the Committee 
for their kindness to him. (ti- was very pleased to see Major de Rothschild in 
the Chair, because it was almost entirely through the goodnes: of the house of 
Rothschild that be had been enabled to carry on the Jews’ Temporary Shelter. 
There was no limit to the generosity he had received, and their interest in the 
Shelter bad been a real force behind it. He believed that it was to the 
Rothschilds as the apple of their eye. Mr. Landau then proceeded to sketch 
the history and work of the Shelter since its initiation. He thanked all his 
co-workers and the staff of the Shelter for their admirable work and their 
co-operation with him throughout. He had always tried at the Shelter to 
avoid becoming perfunctory in the discharge of his duties. He endeavoured 
to deal with each case as if it were the ficst he had had toconsider. He 
supposed, as he had attained the age of seventy-five years, he could 
give his patriarchicai blessing to workers of the institution, and he trasted 
that those who came after him would carry on the work, as experience had 
taught him was the right way in which to carry it on Mr. Landau caused 
great amusement by illustrating the manner of working he wished them to 
avoid, by comparing it to the story of the old lady who, when remonstrated with 
for the cruelty of skinning live eels, remarked that they got used toit. That, 
he insisted, was the danger of organised charities when they became dominated 
by routine. Although the gathering might consider his to be a great age, he 
did not. He recently wrote to congratulate his brother upon his ninety-first 
birthday, and received the reply that he had always neglected that brother, 
otherwise be would have known that it was his ninety-third birthday. In con- 
nection with the work that had been done for the refugees from Belgium, Mr. 
Landau thanked Mr. and Mrs. J. Gluckstein for their indefatigable labours and 
whole-hearted devotion.

Manchester. 


{FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 

The annual meeting of subscribers was heldon Sanday Mr. HaArRoLp Benrens 
presided. At the outset he proposed a vote of sympathy on the sudden death 
of the Lord Mayor, Dealing with the work of the Board, he 
said that it had assisted the families of those Russians who had 
to leave Manchester, and he gratefully acknowledged the sub- 
stantial aid of the Manchester Polish and Palestinian Fund, 
which had contributed £300 towards that duty, and be hoped their grants 
would be continued. They were again indebted to the Aid Committee who this 
time had collected £60 more than in the previous year, although he was sorry to 
see a falling-off of the weekly sabscriptions now. All were grateful to Mr. 
Josepb Ritman for his energetic efforts in obtaining so many new subscribers. 
The work of the Loan Department controued satisfactorily, and it wascreditabic 
to observe so small'a sum in bad debts. The Board was now in a serious 
position, for although there had been 97 fewer cases than in the previous year, 
£462 more bad been expended on these because the rate per case was now 
#1 17s, 2d. as against the former rate of £1 5s. The outlook made it appear as 
though there would be much suffering and poverty mext year, At the present 
rate per case, the Board would be called upon to provide as much as £3,400, 
and as the contributions only totalled / 2,300, they were faced with a deficit of 
about 41,000. The Board ought to expect from the Community a definite 
settled incom: sufficient to meet the demands likely to be made on it, instead of 
having to make special appeals from time to time. They proposed to make 
another appeal—this time it was for consumptive cases. Mr. Behrens moved 
the adoption of the annual report. 

Col, S. L. MANDLEBERG, ].P., in seconding the motion, expressed the 
hope that the appeal for consumptive cases would meet with immediate response 
from the Community, They wished not only to cure such cases, but to adopt 
a mode of prevention, and in addition to sending patients to a sanatorium, 
they should see that when these were discharged, they were looked afier and 
assisted to ind employment. People who -had unfortunately lost rel -tives in 
the war might li.e to perpetuate their memory, and be knew of no more fitting 
manner than by liberally contributing to such a fund as bad been proposed for 
dealing with consumption. Alreadythe families of Frankenstein and Laski had 
substantial'y started an Endowment Fund, and Mr. and Mrs Quas Cohen had 
promised £500 and {100 ayear. (Cheers). Again many families were rejoicing 
at the return of relatives {rom the battiefield safe and sound. Surely a thank- 
offering ought at thesame time to be a pleasure to them, and a great assistance 
to a charitable institution, In addrtion, a part of that prosperity brought about 
by the war might usefully be apportioned to the excellent object he had 
mentioned 

Mr. EpwarD LANGDON, J.P.. in supporting the motion, said that the 
Board would not. have obtained the increased grant from the Manchester Union 
had it not been for the strenuous efforts of Mrs. Nathan Laski, who was one 
of the Guardians of the Poor, 

Councillor S. FinpurGcu and Mr. J. N. ADLER spoke on the bigh price of 
Matzoth. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Supply Committee did their best to get 
Matzoth at the very lowest possible price. 

The morion was put and carried unanimously. 

Councillor FiIN8UKGH moved a vote of thanks to the retiring Hon, Officers, 
Guardians, and Hon, Solicitor, for their services during the past year. 

Mr. KoMROWER, in seconding the motion, promised £100 towards the 
Consumptives’' Fund. The motion having been carried, the CHAIRMAN pointed 
out that about £12,000 would be required for the objects they had in view. 
He himself would give 4100. ; 

Colonel MANDLEBEKG Offered fully to equip six beds in a ganitorium. 
This offer was promptly followed by some gentiemen who volunteered to equip 
beds, and by others who promised substantial sums, reaching a total, during the 
meeting, of about £1,700 

The following were elected Guardians as the result of a ballot: Colonel 
S. L. Mandleberg; ].P., Messrs. Heary Cohen, L. Bilison, M. J. Florentin, H. 
Jacobs, P Lazarus, A. Lemberger, and A. M. Sternfeld. 

The fifty-second annual report states. that an almest complete absence of un- 
employm-nt and a prevalence of high wages havé tended to confine the work of the: 
Board to “ fix-d” cases ot the aged, infirm, and helpless. The policy of steadily 
raising the scale of relief so as to correspond with the increased cst of tiving has been 
maintained, and the gross expenditure has shown a marked infrease. During the 
period of nine months covered by this report, 957 cases were relieved at a cost of 
£1,730, compared with 1,054 cases, costing £1,318 in the previou: period. If the three 
pre-war year-, 911 to 1914, be taken for the purpose of c.mparison, 1,824 cases were 
the average relieved, at a cost of £1,800, whilst at the present high rate the amount 
expended would be 23,400, yet the total of annua! subscri)tions does not exceed 
£2,3 Oper year. The question of makemg provision for the preventive treatment, ard 
the after-care of consumpiive cases has been the principal problem that has con- 
fronted the Board. To preyent the spread of contagion by providing better housing 
facilities, to sipp rt the family whilst the wage earner is undergoing treatment, 
in some sanatorium, to find a livelihood for the sufferer when he returns home cured 
or partly cured. It has been decided to establish a special fund to be administered 
by a special Cofhmittee to enable the problem to be dealt with on adequate lines. 
Donations amounting to £210 have already been given, and, in addition, the 
family of the late 2nd-Lieut. Cyril Joseph Frankenstein have instituted a fund of 
£300 to be used for consumptive cases. A sum of £100 has also op given by

M.T. text of the Books of Micah and Zephaniah had been studied. Mr, 


Ephraim Harris, MA, the Treasurer, submitted the balance-sheet, which 
was adopted. The following were elected : Professor M. A. Canney, Presi- 
dent; Dr. W. H._ Bennett, Professor A.S. Peake, Rabb: Dr. B. Salomon, Vice- 
Presidents; Mr. Epbraim Harris, Treasurer; the Rev. Israel W. Sloiki, 
Hon. Secretary; Dr. M. Ber'in, Messrs. S. Abouhab, J. A. Hamwee, and C. 
Kelly, and the Revs. H. McLachlan, M.A., B.D., and W. L. Wardle, 
M.A., B.D., Committee. 

The President delivered an address on “ Oriental Research and-the Study 
of Hebrew.” Dealing with the work of the Society he said in part: As far as 
we are concerned, we have continued our Seminar experiment, and have pre- 
pared ourselves for future development of our work. I think we may say 
that the Seminar has established itself firmly. The meetings, carried on 
successfully for another year, have proved the value of co-operation among 
scholars who regard the Old Testament from somewhat different points of view 
but have an equal interest in the study and elucidation of it. They have shown 
that such scholars can work together with the greatest harmony and may hope 
to achieve valuable results. The conviction which I myself have bad for some 
years, that, in view of the vastness of the field of Oriental Research, satisfactory 
progress can now be made on!v by means of close co-operation, has strengthened. 
As Dr. Burney says in the preface to his Commentary on the Book of Judges,. 
just published, Biblical scienne does not stand still. “ We are—or should be— 
daily widening the basis of our research. Fresh knowledge of the languages, 
literature, and antiquities of the peoples who were kindred to Israel, by race or 
by environment, is constantly being brought within reach; and the Old 
Testament scholar who would keep abreast of the possibili:ies of Biblical inter- 
pretation must spread his nets wide if he is to gather in the available material 
for his studies.” He realises theimmensity of the task, but he does not suggest 
the need of the kind of co-operation I have had in mind. It seems to me that 
since one man cannot hope to master Hebrew in all its branches, Aramaic, Arabic, 
Assyrian, Comparative Religion, Psychology, etc., we must bring the various 
specialists together in conference, and that is the kind of thing we are aiming 
at doing. So far we have only made a beginning, and that in difficult circum- 
stances. In future we ought to be able to do it with more ease and with 
greater success. 

In the subsequent discussion, the Rev. Principal W. H. Bennett, D.Litt., 
Rabbi Dr. Salomon, the Rev. H. McLachlan, M.A., B.D. (who stated that 
this year was the first for the last eight years in which he would have’ no 
Hebrew class), the Rev. W. L. Wardle, M.A., B.D,, and the Rey. I. W. Slotki 
took part. 


Mr. Samuel J. Cohen presided at a meeting of the Committee. A letter was 
read from Rabbi Farbstein, addressed to Mr. Laski, detailing terrible distress of 
Jews in Warsaw, and especially calling attention to the 
heartrending condition of the children. It was decided 
to send all monies available to relieve the distress and to 
issue an appeal to the community for further funds. It 
was arranged that Mr A. Nahum should interview the Chief Rabbi respecting 
the matter and band him the sum of 42,800 which the Committee had vored 
for immediate relief. lt was further decided to grant £700 for the relief of 
necessitous coreligionists in Palestine. There are no funds now in hand, 
Cheques may be sent to Rabbi Yoffey or to Messrs. S. |.

The Executive record that their income during the past year 

BOARD OF -was £2,624 and the expenditure £2,061. The balance in hand 


the 3ist january, 1919; is £732. The Executive have 
to record the enormous amount of relief given during the past 
year, all cases having been generously treated and relief granted. Through a 
special sub-committee, assisted by Mr. L. Rosenberg and a committee of lacies, 
the Board has granted a large amount of relief to soldiers’ dependents, and this has 
been handed to them at their own homes. Passover relief cost the Board £301, but 
with the assistance of the majority of the Congregations the whole of this amount was 
subscribed, and although the cost this year will be even greater, the Executive hove 
every confidence that the whole of the }s00 required will be collected. For the first 
time in the hi-tory of the Board, the Executive have during the past year received the 
sum of £200 to be invested as an Endowment Fund, the donors being Mrs. Winer of 
£100, and Mr. and Mrs. Salinsky of £100 on the occasion of their silver wedding. It 
is to be hoped that similar donations towards’ this fund will be forthcoming, as the 
revenue derived from this source will assist the Board materially. A legacy of £293 
has also been received from the trustees of the late Mr. Jacobson, which has been 
made up to £300 and invested. A special appeal was made this year in al! ttre Syna- 
gogues on the Day of Atonement, and the response was generous, amounting to £1,145, 
Thanks were accorded the rabbis, ministers, and those who assisted in brinvi: ¢ about 
this result. Special thanks are due to the ministers and executive of the Harrogate 
Congregation, where the sum of £200 was subscribeds The Executive a ain helda 
concert at the Theatre Royal and the whale ofthe theatre was placed at their disp al 
free of charge. The funds of the Boar! benefited to the extent of over /7)), 
Special thanks are due to Dr..J. Friend and Mr. F. Biackston (Hon. Solicitor). Thanks 
are due to the Jewish Institute for allowing the monthly meetings to be held there, 
and to the Great Synagogue, Belgrave Street, for their annua! g-arft «f £30, and for 
the free use of the premises adjoining the Synagogue for offi es.. The Executive 
regret the protracted iliness of Rabbi M. Abrahams, the Hon. Secretary, and hope 
that he will soon be restored to health and continue his valuable assistance. 

Mr. H Morris (the Treasurer) referred to the increased expenduure which 
the Board would have to face in the forthcoming year. The Board was cal!ed 
upon to supply immediately 10,000 Ibs. of matzoth for the poor and dependents 
of soldiers in this city, in addition to the extra relief that would have to he 
provided in view of the increased cost of necessities. The Executive had been 
called upon. to expend £300 since the balance-sheet had been issued, which 
indicated the heavy calls that would be made upon them. He trusted that the 
appeal that was being made for funds would meet with a generous response 
from the Community. 

Messrs. L. Rosenberg, S. Wolfson and N. Hurwitz having spoken, the 
report and balance-sheet were unanin:ously adopted.

Yes, | 
manage to scour the world from Pole to Pole—I am speaking, of 
course, geographically, not nationally—and | manage to present 
my Wednesday readers with many a gem which you do not supply 
to your Friday friends, and many, indeed, found nowhere else in 
newspaperdom. 


No, that is not all,”” continued the /ewitsh World, © for 


when I am allowed to—that is to say, when there is not a pressure 
of advertisements and a scarcity of paper-—-I always give my 
friends an interesting article on a Jewish topic, written by some 
authoritative or well-known writer. And, in addition, | always 
give in b ief every scrap of “News from Everywhere’ worth 
recording of communal interest, here and abroad, up to the very 
moment I go to press on Tuesday. So that anyone who wishes to 
keep abreast with Jewry—in the larger sense of the term—must 
read me in order to be au courant with what is happening to our 
people, or in which our people are interested a!! the world over. 

“ Then again, week by week, almost without intermission, | 
give my friends who read me a choice piece of fiction of Jewish 
interest—the only story | tell. | 

“ But I must not forget,” rattled on the Jewish World, with 
obvious modesty,‘ one of my most important features—Pictures. | 
am the first Jewish paper anywhere that has regularly published 
pages of pictures. Oh, yes, | know,’ he went on in reply to an 
interruption, you have published occasionally pages of pictures. 
But, for the most part, you have published illustrations, which is a 
different thing from pictures as a regular feature. I claim to be the 
first Jewish paper to have done that.’ 

Anything else ? 

Well, I have some big ideas about the future which I prefer 
to say nothing about.

“The attached copy of a letter, which has been received from the Senior 
Chaplain to the Jewish sailors and soldiers, is circulated for information and 
guidance. To,.meet their wishes leave should be granted, provided the 
exigencies of the service will permit, to all officers and men of the Jewish faith 
stationed in the United Kingdom, from the 14th April to the 23rd April, 1919. 


“The leave should be granted so that all officers and men will be enabled | 


to reach their homes before 6 p.m. on the 14th, and to leave their homes to 
rejoin their units after sunset on the 22nd April, 1919.”

He is anxious to enabie all 
British soldiers now in the occupied parts of Germany to bave matzoth. Mr. 
I. Gold (68, Greencroft Gardens) has collected £50 for that purpose. The 
Itev. A. Barnett, C.F., bas undertaken the distribution of the matzoth. | 

A much more difficult task is supplying matzoth to the Russian Jewish 
prisoners of war now in Germany. The Chief Rabbi obtained the consent of 
the War Office and of the Food Ministry to a shipment being sent tothe care of 
the President of the Inter-Allied Commission for the Repatriation of Russian 
Prisoners, who would distribute it in conjunetion with the Jewish authorities, 
Rabbi Kook has collected five thousand pounds of matzoth, and the Zionist 
Organisation has contributed the sum of £200. Further donations will be 
gratefully received by the Chief Rabbi. 


American Funds for Jewish War Sufferers. 


NEARLY SIXTEEN MILLION DOLLARS DISTRIBUTED. 

The Joint Distribution Committee bas issued a statement showing the 
appropriations it has made since the beginning of the war to the Ist of March, 
1919. .The amounts are respectively : Kussia, 2,612,300 dols.; Siberia, 27,530 
dols.; Poland, Lithuania, and Courland, 7,599,158 dols.; Austria-Hungary 
(Galicia), 1,683,700 dols.; Palestine, 2,098 485 dols.; on account of refugees 
from Palestine, 11,528 dols.; Greece, 93,521 dols.; Serbia, 25,000 dols. ;

Jewish Military Funera! in Edinburgh. 

The funeral of Pic. L. Rapp, of the Middlesex Labour Company, who died 
yesterday week at the Second Scottish Generai Military Hospital, Craigieith, Edinbu: gh, 
took place on Sunday with full military honours. The coflin, which was draped in a 
Union Jack, was placed on a gun carriage, and was preceded by a squad of soldiers 
belonging to the Biack Watch. A firing party belonging to the same regiment 
followed, and were joined by some Jewish sodiers and others who marched the whole 
distance from the hospital to the Jewish cemetery in Pearsehill, through the principal 
streets in the city, and formed an impressive procession. At the cemetery, Rabbi Dr. 
Salis Daiches officiated, assisted py the Rev. A. Leyinson. After the service, the firing 
party fired three volleys, and the bugiers sounded the “ Last Post.” 


Burial of a Jewish Soldier at Cologne. 

The Rev. David Hirsch, C.F., writes to us: “I had a very sad duty to 
perform a few days ago, when we laid to rest our dear comrade, Rin. J. 
Bentley, M.M. fof the 6:h London Regt.), He bad shortly returned from leave, 
and fell a victim to influenza. Our hearts go out in deep sympathy to his 
sorrowing wile and family. Bentley was buried in the new Jewish Cemetery at 
Bocklemiind, near Cologne, and was accorded full military honours. Colonel 
Benson, D.S.O., the officers of his company, and a party of sixty men were 
present. Bentley hada fine record of bravery to hiscredit. His Colonel speaks 
most enthusiastically of his fine character and courage. He had been right 
through the compaign, and was the O.C.’s runner, a post always fraught with 
danger. On one occasion, Colonel Benson and Rin. Bentley were caught in a 
barrage. The officer was wounded and ordered Bentley to make a run for it. 
Bentley, however, refused to leave him, and tied up his wounds, This and 
many other brave acts gained for him the Military Medal. The one other Jew 
in his company, Kin. Cohen, has also been awarded the Military Medal. It is 
such Jewish soldiers as these who bring lasting credit on our race. They have 


established for the name of Jew a fine reputation for bravery, manliness, and 
good fellowship, in their battalion.” 


Allied Generals and Constantinople Jews. 


CONSTANTINOPLE [F.O.C.] 

General Allenby arrived in this city early in February, and was received ou 
bis arrival by, among others, a deputation of the Jewish National Council. 
The conqueror of Palestine gave the deputation a very cordial reception, and 
assured them of his sentiments of profound esteem and friendship for the Jews. 
To the representative of the Zionist Organisations in Turkey the General stated 
that when he is in London he will warmly defend the Jewish cause in his inter- 
course with the Government. Before his departure, he passed, in review, the 
Maccabeans. He declared himself pleased with their martial bearing and their 

By his aflable manner and his great cordiality at his interviews 
with Jewish deputations, General Alleaby won all our hearts. 

General Fouchet d'Esperey, Commander-in-Chief of the Allied Army of 
the East, made his public entry into Constantinople on the Sth February. The 
locum tenens of the Chief Rabbi and deputations of Jewish organisations met 
him on his arrival. He expressed himself in sympathetic terms towards the Jewish 
people, and spoke very highly of our Salonika coreligionists, and particularly 
of Chief Rabbi Jacob Meir, whom he considers one of his best friends. He 
expressed the hope that the Jews of Constantinople would lend him their 
co-operation for the common cause. : | 

On the day following the entry of the Entente troops, a number of Jews 
bung out thé Jewish national flag. The Turkish police arrested the Jews, one 
of whom was even sentenced to eight days’ imprisonment. On being made 
acquainted with this fact, the British High Commissioner caused the young 
man to be set atliberty. He also formally authorised the Jews to display their 
national flag. This flag now figures in all official ceremonies—Jewish and non- 
Jewish—and is displayed in the streets of Constantinople, side by side with the 
flags of the countries of the Entente. 


The Palestine Refugees in Alexandria, 


In an article contribated to the Egyptian Gazette of February 24th, by 
“A Daughter of Israel,” a warm tribute is paid to the work of Mr. W. C. 
Hornblower, the administrator of the Refugees’ Camps at Alexandria, in 
connection with the beginning of the demobilisation of the Gabbary and 
Shoona camps, and the departure of the first batch of returning refugees to 
Palestine.

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A Sermon for the Week,

MORAL RESERVATIONS, 


“Now Naaman, cantain of the host of the King of Syri1, wis a great man with his 
master, and honourable, becuse by him the Lord hat given victory unto Syria. He 
was also @ mighty man of bul.Ae was @ ieber.—2? Kings, v., 1." 


These words from to-morrow's Haphtorah remind us how often life is 
marred by small things. A wise man once said that a prick of a pin is enough 
to make an empire insipid. What are the world’s honours toa man who travels 
to all the spas of Europe in a vain search for health? See the fly in the oint- 
ment that destroys its fragrance ; mark the rift in the lute that mars its melody. 
We may consider chiefly the moral lapses that vitiate character, that leprosy 
of the spirit which pndermines the qua'ity of one otherwise deserving the esteem 
of his fellow-men. \We might apply to King David almost the same epithets 
applied here to N an. He, too, was: “captain of a host, a great man, 
and honourable, because the Lord had given him victory”; “a mighty man of 
valour.” But there was that sin with Beth Sheba, and not even dipping 
seven times in the waters of the Jordan could wash that stain from his 
character. Many of these epithets were deserved by the monarch of less 
renown, Ahab, mighty, successful in war, patriotic, chivalrous to his 
fallen enemy~+-but there was the damning instance of Naboth's vineyard. 
King Solomon was illustrious indeed, with an Empire vaster than that of his 
renowned father, the wisest man of his age. Yet his character was marked by 
defects which spoil the success of his reign. We all have our failings, either 
general or specific, The pages of history are full of names deservedly great, 
but they are often tarnished with some blemish. Samuel ibn Nagdela was one 
of the most illustrious of that galaxy of scholars in the golden era of Spain. 
As (Grand Vizier, he patriotically he!ped the cause of Granada, risking bis life 
to save the monarch’'s son; and so loyal to his coreligionists that he received 
from them the titleof Nagid, “ Prince.” Students were aided by his patronage, 
He was the author of a manual on the Talmud, a treatise on grammar, a 
psalter for the synagogue: he compiled proverbs, essays, and songs. Yet we 
find him using in his public office the formula, “Mahomet, Go's prophet "— 
a weak concession to the circumstances of the time which a stronger man would 
have withstood. In his way. Sir David Sa'omons was a stronger Jew. He 
refused to become a Member of Parliament on the condition that he should 
introduce into his oath of office the words, “on the true faith of a Christian.” 
It may have seemed to some a small thing whetber he used the words or 
omitted them. But it was worth while making a fight for his scruples which 
has become historic. Thereby he made the way easier for those who were to 
come afterhim, Life is made up of small things. It is the first step that 
counts, 

THE POET HEINE 
was a Jewish genius whose songs, translated into many tongues, the world gladly 
sings to-day. We would fain give him a p'ace in Israel's roll of honour. But 
he can never stand on a level with Jebuda Halevi: though as a poet he may 
have surpassed him. His defect lay not in his intellect but in his character. 
He was a Hebrew in blood and perhaps in belief, but in morals he was a 
Helienist. He loved the easy way of life, and to obtain it he was willing to let 
his scruples go. Alas, for the tragedy of his life! He sacrificed his scrup'es, 
and he did not get the easy way. Says Scripture “ The way of the transgressor 
is hard,” and Heine's lot was a hard one indeed. His story is that of so many 
apostates from Judaism. .They felt attached to their people, many of the 
institutes of the Synagogue made a sentimental appeal tothem. But there was 
the offer of some pro'essorial chair, and why let a few drops of water stand in 
their way? So they have argucd. Another finds social preferment awaiting 
him on the other side of the churchdoor. But that door not only separates 
between Judaism and Christianity, it is also the partition between moral 
cbligation and dereliction of duty. And sometimes the distinction between the 
right and the wrong is so small as almost to evade notice, The flaw in the 
diamond is so minute that at times it can only be detected by a microscope, but 
that tiny flaw ,lessens it. to half its full value. Here is @ picture 
commanding a price that only the wealthy can pay. Here is another whch 


_Jooks very much like it, but it is tarned down even when offered for a paltry 


sum. Wherein hes the difference? The difference lies in that little something 
that marks the chasm between mediocrity and excellence. “What have you 
done to that picture since last I saw it?” asked a visitor of Michael Angelo. 
“TI added a few strokes here, a little shading there, I turned in acurve tn 
another place.” “These are tritles,” objected the visitor. “ Yes,” replied the 
Master, “ but trifles make perfection, and perfection is no trifle.” That little 
word “ but” in the text marks a fatal objection. A chain is only as strong as 
its weakest link. Here is a young girl, quick. Capable, gifted—bwt she is vain, 
and through her vanity she may fall. Reuben was, perhaps, the best- 
intentioned of ali Jacob's sons. He would fain have saved Joseph from the 
jealousy of the other brothers, But there was a weak spot in his character, 
and it doomed his life to failure.. It was summed up in the condemaatory 
words, “Unstable as water, thou shalt not excel.” King Saul starts his reign 
apparently gifted with every royal virtue. But soon the poison of envy begins 
to filter through his nature, and that leads to bis undoing. Long before he 
dropped upon his sword on the hill of Gilboa he had fallen. We have spoken 
of Heine. Antiquity presents a not dissimilar type of character in llavius 
Josephus. He was 
A GREAT WARRIOR, 


to whom was entrusted the Galilean campaign in Israel's struggle with Rome, 
He was moreover a great scholar, to whom we owe the best account of Judea’s 
last struggle for independence. Well disposed towards his people, his reply to 
the malicious slanders of Apion was a splendid defence of their cause. Yet he 


lacked the greatness that makes heroes and martyrs. He did not have the | 


courage of his convictions. He preferred life and dishonour to death and glory. 
And so he chose. And therefore, great though he was, Israel will have none of 
him. He is not included to-day in the list of her faithful sons. Sometimes we 
palliate our weaknesses by confessing, “ Yes, I know I am this or that.” As 
though the acknowledgment lessened the offence. Sometimes we fall back on 
phrases. “It is human nature,” we say, or we give the Latin quotation, 
* Humanum est errare.” It is natural for man to err. To realise that man 
cannot attain perfection is one thing, but to rest content in the status of manifest 
imperfection is another. Morally we can only hold our own by an unremitting 
effort to strive after perfection, Instead of resting consolingly upon our virtues 
and excusing our faults, we should leave our virtues alone and concentrate 
attention on our faults. If we recognise but one defect in our nature—be it 
envy, or cowardice, or vanity, or sluggishness, or insincerity—we should direct 
all our moral energy to its removal. We must go for our weaknesses, and be 
our own severest judges. Let us not smooth over any defect in our character, 
for it is a law of life that our sin wil! find us out. “ Naaman was a great man, 
honourable, valiant, but he was a leper.” The text is also instructive in the 
thought that it suggests that no life is.completely happy, no condition is without 
its drawbacks; there is always some bitter drop in the wine of life, But the 
pursuit of this thought would lead us too far on the present occasion. —

L. ConEN, the President, was in the Chair. 7 

The PRESIDENT declared that those who had been nominated were elected 
as members of the Board, no other names having been proposed. 

Mr. A. J. Moss asked why the name-of Mr. M, Cash, representative of 


the Council of Jewish Friendly Societies, bad been “camouflaged” in the 
teport as a representative of the subscribers. 


The PrestpenT said that Mr. Cash had been elected by the contributors, 
though he had been suggested by the Friendly Societies as their nominee, 

The PRESIDENT then delivered the following address : 

For four successive years our annual meetings have been held whilst the 
larger part of the world has been engaged ia the prosecution of the greatest war 
in history. To-day the clouds have lifted, and we meet on the threshold of 
peace, relieved of the anxieties of the past and ready to face the new problems, 
which its conclusion will compel us to attempt to solve, Before, however, we 
direct*our thoughts to the future, we should express our gratitude that the 
Foard emerges from these years of anxiety and stress far more satisfactorily than 
any of us could have dared to hope in that fateful August when Germany 
plunged Europe into war. We bave, alas, sustained grievous losses from the 
ranks of our workers; yonng men, members of the Board and potential mem- 
bers, have been cut off in their printe. Their places will be difficult and, io 
some cases, impossible to fill, We cherish in grateful remembrance the 
services they rendered us, crowned by the final and supreme service they 
rendered to our common country. Sad as these menvories are, there ‘is consola 
tion in the fact that I believe the Board for which they worked has ina great 
degree maintained its hold upon the Community, and that it has, so far as war 
conditions have permitted, continued efliciently without interruption its bene 
ficent work among the Jewish poor. 

A common reflection, As the close of the war approached. was that our 
difficulties would then begin, and nothing that has since bappened has rendered 
that thought whsound. Larger questions are outside my province, but it is 
clear that much is in the melting pot. In the sphere of social service, with 
which we are concerned, it is not easy to gauge the direction in which we may 
have to move; but it is obvious that the Board may find itself confronted with 
new calls, while on the other hand in some directions our former activities may 
shrink to more modest proportions. 

Confronted with these possibilities, it is therefore in no mere conventional 
sense that I say we realise more and more as time flows on the extent of the 
great loss which the death of our respected Secretary, . 

THE LATE MR, STEPHANY, 
has caused the Board, deprived as it was with unexpected suddenness of his 
ripe experience, his sound judgment, and keen perception of the needs of the 
poor. These qualities would have been a sheet anchor to us in any modifica. 
tions upon which the Board might determine: no stimulus would have been 
required to arouse in him the energy to make them effective, and he would have 


given, as he always did in his fifty-one years’ service to the Institution, his loyal 


co-operation in seconding fhe efforts of those who have to frame its policy 
The late Mr. Stephany’s persoval qualities endeared him to all who worked 
with him within and without this building, and his death left a void in th 
Community not easily to be filled, 

Such has been the loss which the Board has suffered through the passing 
of the bead of its administration, but there have also disappeared from the ranks 
of its members old and valued figures, who have shared for many’ years in 
carrying on its work, its anxieties, and responsibilities. We miss to-day from 
our gathering Colonel Lucas, who served the Board well and truly for twenty 
years as one of its Treasurers, and whose term of membership extended over 
forty years; his never-failing interest in the institution was svstained until the 
end. As the first representative of the Berkeley Street Synagogue, the late Mr. 
Lousada inaugurated that close connection between all sections of the Metro- 
politan Jewish Community which it is the valued privilege of the Board to 
possess. The lale Mr. Lousada was ever anxious that the Board s financial 
position should rest upon a secure basis, and his long experience in public life 
will be greatly missed by his colleagues. By the death of the late Mr. Rozelaay, 
who commenced his service at the Board as a member of its Loan Committee, 
we have lost one who for many years devoted himself to enlisting the support 
and assistance of those who could not be reached through the normal channels. 
This onerous, and to many distasteful, duty he discharged until his health 
failed him, and his death deprives the Board of an old and tried friend. 
It is a proud tradition of the Board that the interest in its work, which 
is evidenced by members of one generation, is banded on in the Ccirect line to 
those of the next, It is, therefore, both as an example of this happy tendency, 
and in the knowledge of his personal worth as Chairman of the Board’s Can- 
vassing Committee, that we have recently welcomed Mr. I. J. Rozelaar, son of 
our departed friend, as a member of the Board. I can assure him that he will 
find, now that I hope that bis energies may be turned from war work to our 
work, that there is a great deal to be done in the Canvassing Department. 
Perhaps I may interpolate some recent experiences of my owf and others in 
this direction, I was kindly furnished with a small list of about thirty-five 
names of firms and others, who were credited, and correctly as I endeavoured ta 
ascertain, with 3

in a particular trade with its allied branches, I wrote a personal letter, not 
type written or anything of that sort, to each one of them, and what was the 
result? I did not get a single answer. er 

Another experience was of a somewhat different kind. In the advertised 
response to a certain appeal made ia a marine resort we noticed a considerable 
number of names of Londoners, who were not tontributors ta the Roard. and 
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an appeal.was sent to them from this office. It is true we received a few dona- 
tions, but the number was quite insignificant. Let me add one more final 
instance, In connection with the annual appeal, which it is my fate to issue 
every year, the Rev. Mr. Stern, one of my colleagues, to whose help in this, as 
in many other matters, I wish to make my acknow'edgments, desiring to gal vanise 
the East London Aid Society, of which he is Chairman, and at the same timeto 
stimulate the interest in the Board of that part of the Commanity connected 
with the East End, which bas been undoubtedly prosperous in the war, sent 
Out several hundred circulars enclosing my published letter. Here, again, the 
result was quite disproportionate to the labour involved. 

I am sufficient of an optimist to believe that it is not a want of knowledge of 


the work of the Board, nor want of appreciation of its value and necessity, which ~ 


can account for the uniformity in the result of these efforts, conducted, it is true, on 
no very large scale. I should also hesitate to admit thatthe particular sections of 


Jewry, to which these appeals were in the main directed, are any less charitable . 


than others, or are so absorbed in their good work in other directions that they 
ignore needs which are near at hand. Perhaps the safest conclusion is that the 


written word is no longer effective, and that nothing but a personal visit is of © 


any use. I regret therefore that I have no longer the energy and strength for 
this task, but perhaps it may be possible for something of the kind to be under- 
taken by volunteers in our next campaign, and the Canvassing Committee will, 
I hope, consider the feasibility of this suggestion. 

It may be urged by some that the Board is not sufficiently in clase touch 
with those who can bring to bear that influence, which we have failed success- 
fully to exert; if this be the case, then the decision which was taken by the 
Board to invite the Council of Jewish Friendly Societies to suggest the name of 
one of its members to join the Board will be thoroughly approved. We have 
accordingly recently had the pleasure of welcoming in our midst its represen- 
tative, and we hope that the relations, which have been established, will prove 
satisfactory to both parties. At any rate this is a further step in the direction 
of placing the representation at the Board on the widest possible basis, which 
is regarded by it as the surest source of strength, and as justifying its appeal to 
all classes for their support. 

Turning for a moment from such subjects of domestic import, it will, I 
think, not be without interest to take note of some contemplated changes in 
legislation affecting matters in which the Board may be concerned. You will 
remember the Royal Commission on the Poor ‘Laws, before which the Board 
gave evidence, and it would now seem from

that in many essentials the recommendations of the minority in the commission 
are to be followed. If this should be the case, the Boards of Guardians will 
before long disappear, and an effort will be made to centralise all forms of public 
assistance ; in London the authority for this purpose will be the County Council 
and the Borough Council, and it is with them that this Board would have in 
the future to deal in these matters. I have no doubt that we shall be able to 
work satisfactorily with these bodies, as with their predecessors. Of course, 
it will rest with the Community to decide whether it will continue to give us 
resources, which will enable us to assume, as we have done im the past, the 
greater part of the burden of meeting the needs of the Jewish poor. That they 
will decide to do so is, I hope, unquestionable, but if the State, swamped by a 
flood of socialistic experiments, camouflaged under the specious title of Recon- 
struction, is in consequence forced to make continuous raids on the taxpayer, 
it may not be possible for individuals, to whatever denomination they may 
happen to belong, to make those voluntary efforts, which have played a not 
unworthy part in social betterment in the past. 

The other measure of interest to the Board is the establishment of a 
Ministry of Health. This will involve, according to the Bill, the disappearance 
of the Local Government Board, with whom we have always maintained 
pleasant relations, and from whom we have never failed to receive courteous 
consideration of any request put before it, as was indeed the case with its 
predecessor, the old Poor Law Board. The proposed general powers and 
duties of the ministry in relation to health cover a very wide field, and it is not 
possible at this stage to determine what will be the result of the new departure, 
but it may well be that our Health Committee will have to revise the work 
entrusted to its care. Among the many matters in connection with health, 
with which ultimately it is to be presumed the Ministry will concern itself, are 
the provision of hospital treatment and nursing. -As to the latter, it may be 
recalled that the Board pays the salary of a nurse provided by the East London 
Nursing Society, and that we also make a grant annually to the Shoreditch and 
Bethnal Green Nursing Association. In consequence of the death of Mrs. Lucas, 
the nurses organised by that lady and others, who, however, were not certifi- 
cated nurses, are no longer available, and the cases visited by them have been

transferred to other Societies. There is no doubt need of further nurses in the 
East End, but none, of course, have been available during the war: eomething 
will have to be done in this connection in the near future, but it may be well 
to see what arrangements, if any, are contemplated in ‘he provisions of the Bill 
dealing with the Ministry of Health. 

In connection with this question of the provision of nurses, it is regrettabl 
that the profession, in some of its aspects, does not seem to appeal to ladies in 
our Commanity. At any rate, although 

JEWISH NURSES 
are to be met with ia private practice, they are rara aves in hospitals and 
institutions; only a few weeks ago, one of our homes sought in vain fora 
Jewish matron, and a similar difficulty has been experienced elsewhere, not 
only during, but before the war, 3 

There is also a limited opening for lady Jewish almoners, provided they 
are fully qualified and are armed with the necessary certificates; only the other 
day one was required and no one was forthcoming. A great dea! of energy, 
hitherto cancentrated on war effort, is being released, and it is hoped that some 
of it may be capable of being directed towards filling those voids to which I 
have called attention ; less difficulty should be experienced in accomplishing 
this aim, as adequate remuneration of the nursing profession will not long be 
delayed. 

While the Legislature, as I have indicated, promises to be active, voluntary 
effort is no less alive tothe needs of the day. In this connection I may mention 
that a Central Council for Greater London is being formed, under the au-pices 
of the Social Welfare Association and the Charity Organisation Society, to 
promote social service in the various Local Government areas ; as this body is 
intended to be representative of all denominations and of their philanthropic 
efforts, I accepted an invitation to join it in furtherance of the desire which the 
Board has always felt to work, as far as possible, in close relationship with other 
organisations. In our own Community there has also been evidence in the past 
few months that thoughtful minds among us are alive to the necessity of more 
organised effort in social work, and of the urgent need of the recruitment of workers, 
especially in the East End of London. Weat the Board, already before the war, 
were feeling the pressure of competition for the services of voluntary workers 
from the new forms of activity, which were then developing. The war, of course, 
has accentuated these conditions, and the Report of our Visiting Committee, 
signed by Mrs. Model, whose knowledge and experience lends weight to any- 
thing from her pen, reveals the very small proportions to whicb our honorary 
visiting has shrank, and deplores, as we all must do, this falling off in a most 
valuable form of public service. I wish to emphasise what Mr. Mor'ey has 
written on this subject in the Report, and to endorse the strong appeal he m:kes 
to those, whose sense of duty has already engayed them in social work, to assist 
the Board by visiting in the neighbourhoeds of their present activities, 
Although the creation of any new form of endeavou may seem to accentuate 
that competition to which I have referred, I am not without hope that the 
recently published scheme, which owes its inception to Miss Adler arid Captain 
Basil Henriques, may tend to awaken enthusiasm for this class of work, from 
which the Board should not fail to benefit. This scheme is supported by tried 
workers, both lay and clerical in the community, and it is perhaps unnecessary 
for me to utter a word of caution, but I remember when that social effort in the 
general community, which in the argot of the day was 

CALLED “ SLUMMING,” 

was first initiated, it was nearly wrecked by the indiscriminate enlistment of 
recruits, whose staying power was in inverse ratio to their early eagerness, 
and whose reluctance to learn soon disqualified them; it will be far better to 
begin in a small way and thus to secure quality if not quantity. I should be 
extremely sorry if anything I said were regarded as a disparagement of this 
effort, because I am only too. conscious of the needs which it seeks to meet and 
of the difficulties to be overcome; I am sure I am correctly interpreting the 
views of the Board when I say that it can count upon our good wishes and — 
co-operation, 

Concurrently with these constructive efforts, there have also been deliver- 
ances from the theoretical reformers.” In the closer intimacy with the trans- 
atlantic Republic which the War has produced, it is not surprising that the 
system of Jewish charity in New York bas come under review, and a compen- 
dious volume, the Jewish Communal Register of that City, has rendered this 
comparatively easy. There is much doubtless to be learnt in many directions, 
but I have been mainly interested in the Federation for the support of Jewish 
Philanthropic Societies in New York City, which is of quite recent origin, and 
was started to relieve corporations from making special appeals to.the public 
and independent collections of funds, while abstaining from the management of 
the ailairs of any participant body. Tbe nett result, excluding the budget of 
Religious Societies, is that out of a total of over nine anda half million dollars, 
rather less than four millions is supplied by the Federation, or considerably !ess 
than half. I noticed that this example was held up as one that should be 
followed here, but the figures I have quoted do not seem to show tbat a full 
measure of success has as yet been attained. Centralisation in this country has 
proceeded in the direction of amalgamation or absorption, and the Board itself 
has not-been inactive. The great deterrent to the pursuit of the policy is the 
certain loss of subscriptions and donations, estimated by competent’ persons as 
high as 80 per cent. on the liquidation of an existing society. Iam sceptical 
whether the adoption of the American system of co-operative collection would 
prove congenial to our English temperament, or profitable in the direction of 
raising the total contributed to communal charitable funds. As germane to this 
subject, I see that the President of the Board of Deputies, at a recent conference 
of delegates, expressed the view that “the time must come when the various 
societies giving relief to the poor and sick must be revised,” and added that 
there was 


OVERLAPPING IN VARIOUS DIRECTIONS, 


: especially ia the distribution of bread, meat, and coal, &c. Any statement upon 


such matters from an old and experienced member of the Board should cém- 
mand respectful attention, and the support of the Board can be counted upon 
in furtherance of the policy of cogsolidation and of the suppression of duplica- 
tion of effort. But there is a danget in generalisation. Take the cas¢ of the 
leading bread, meat, and coal charity, which collected this winter about £1,100 
from the public, and allocated from its total resources £900 to the Board, for 
which we are very grateful... I am not.an advocate of gifts in kind, for reasons

charity which bas got such a firm hold upon the support of the charitable, . 


especially having regard to the efforts successfully made to bestow its gifts 
through responsible channels. 


While some among us are discussing the possibilities of centralising our | 
activities, with a view, infer alia, of making the most of our resources, there . 


are others, unmindful of the very great risk of exhanstion to which voluntary 


effort in its material sense is now exposed, who would place upon the heavily- . 


burdened shoulders of our Community further responsibilities. One such 
project is the establishment of a Jewish Reformatory—I am, of course, tot 
unaware of the effect which war conditions have had upon the youth of the 
country, relieved from parental restraint and demoralised by high wages, but I 


hope I am not wrong in believing that with the removal of the causes, we shall | 


witness a rapid return to a more normal§state. Whether this hope will be 


realised or not, the Legislature has imposed, at least so I believe; upon the local . 


authority the obligation to provide reformatories for those committed to such 
institutions, As you may remember, I stated last year that the Board could 
not accept the view, so far as it was concerned, that the Community should 
provide institutional treatment for the feeble-minded, and I personally hold the 
same opinion as regards a Jewish Reformatory. In both cases, if accommodation 


is provided for Jewish cases, as is already done in one area in the country, the . 


Community should be prepared to assume the cost of their special requirements, 
3 bope that this attitude may commend itseff to those concerned. 

Whatever opinions we may hold of the appropriateness of any particular 
project now on the tapis, or to be launched in the near future, I recognise 


- hopeful symptoms indicating that the social conscience of the Community is 


more awake to its responsibilities and that it is anxious to discharge them. 
When I pass briefly in review the work of the past year, it will be acknowledged 
ibat a more promising prospect presents itself, in which we should be able to 
concentrate our efforts more efiectively in raising the position of the Jewish 
poor than we have been able to do in pre-war days. Too often in the past we 
had to work*under extreme pressure when it was impossible to give that 
sustained care and an adequate scale of relief, which are necessary if improve- 
ment is to be accomplished. It is impossible to ignore the fact that 
TWO SHADOWS 

tend to obscure this pleasing picture. We shall need the fresh brates and 
imagination of young workers to temper the natural conservatism and to 
stimulate the matured judgment of our older administrators, and here the 
losses of these we mourn arouse misgivings, which I would gladly dismiss The 
other menace is one which must be patent to all. If the constant conflicts 
between employers and employed, which have been of such frequent occur- 
rence in the past few weeks, continue, trade depression with its distressing con- 
sequences to the worker will be inevitable. In such circumstances, the Board 
would have to devote all its energies to meeting the urgent needs of the moment, 
and 4ts resources would be used up in coping with such emergencies. 

Now let me turn to the statistics of the year. The total number of cases 
assisted in all relief departments was just over 2,000, a reduction of 1,300 as

| compared with the’ figures of 1913, the last normal year when ordinary con- 
' ' ditions prevailed. It is true that in that year slightly over 250 cases were 
emigrated or repatriated, rather more in the former than in the latter category, 
, but making allowance for these factors, these activities having ceased in the 
past year, the reduction in the number of cases is a very substantial one, and 
(80 far as numbers are concerred, if there should be no recovery, we might con- 
_ gratulate ourselves upon the attainment of a position fall of hope for the future, 
| But there is the cloud of indostrial disturbance, to which I have referred, and 
‘the increased cost of relief, which is most startling. 
I am sure it is not realised how enormously a ehaity like the Board has 
been affected by the change, which has taketi place in the cost of living, &c, 


‘pot to want so much money from the public, now that the number of cases to 
be assisted bas been so much reduced, Let me repeat a few facts which are 
given in the Report. In 1913 we spent in round figores on relief, excluding 
emigration, out of funds at our free dispocal £18 000, and ir the year under 
review the corresponding amount was /21,900. There has, therefore, been an 
increase of £3,900 contrasted with a decline of 1,300 cases. But we spent on 
a lowances in 1918 £4,800 more than in 1913, the difference being acceunted 
for by declines in the former year of expenditure on other forms of relief. 

It is therefore in this more permanent charge upon the charity of the com- 
munity that is to be found the explanation of our increased burdens. We 
| could not let the families of widows with young children, the aged and the 
sick, who are in the mainthe recipients of allowances, with their modest, and 
at times I fear inadequate, budgets, attempt to support the increased cost of 
Riving. We had to raise continuously during the year, and, of course, also in 
the past twelve months, the scale of assistance which the Board gives, The 
recommendations of the Sub-Committee, which bas recently erquired into a 
| certain class of allowances, if given effect to, will stil! further increase the cost 
of this department. 1 should like to feel confident that the pol-cy of the Board 
in these matters is one which commends itself to the judgment of our contribu- 
tors and others; if it does, then there is only one way of effectively showing 
this agreement, and that is by placing at our disposal 

THE NECESSARY FUNDS 


to carry it out. Other details in our tables in the appendix of the Report 
confirm the view that the past year has been a favourable one, but I need not 
dwell upon them, as they are sufficiently dealt with there, 

Turning now to the Treasurer's statement, the principal items on both sides 
of the account, apart from allowances to which reference has already been 
made, exhibit comparatively smali fluctuations from those of the previous year, 
but receipts have profiied from a small windfall due to increased interest 
received from a change of investments which will not recur, and contr butions 
from the public are practically unchanged. Legacies, a most uncertain item in 
our budget, but a most important factor in enabling us to carry on, are 4/400 
lower at the still considerable total of £4,400. As the result of the stability in 
the figures of the past year, the deficit in the year's working was /2,671, which 
compares with a deficit in the previous year of 42.728; our total deficit, being 
the accumulated insolvency of the past few years, was just over 49.000 at the 
beginning of this year. 

This position, which would be much worse if we were to eliminate the 
great assistance we have derived from the generosity of deceased benefactors, 
does not seem to me very creditable to our reputation for benevolence. I 
have already alluded to unsaccessful « fforts made to bring home to those upen 
whom fortune has smi'ed curing the war, a sense of their responsibilities, and 
I tnink these efforts might well be seconded and, I am certain, improved upon 
by those not engaged upon the work of the Board; assistance in our Canvass- 
ing Department is as much needed as in other directions and would be much 
appreciated. 

When we look through the reporis of the different Committees it will be 
realised that the War has profoundly affected the work of some of them. Iam 
not referring alone to that reduced administrative power which, as our report 
with commendable candour says, is a matter that occasions cons:derable 
anxiety, but to the fact that the operations of one Committee have come to a 
standstill, and that in two others they have become much restricted, 

Emigration has absolutely ceased in the past year, and there is conse 
quently no report from iis Committee which has not met. When will it be 
possible to resume emigration ? An answer to that question is not easy, as 
besides the lack of shipping in the imm > ‘diate future, there is the uncertainty of 
the position in those countries, which in the past have absorbed the bulk of 
emigrants from bere and Western Europe. Some of them contemplate

for the next few years, and while the adoption of this policy may inflict hard- 
ship in some’ directions, it must be admitted that both economic and political 
considerations seem to just fy such a course during the period of rea: jusiment 
of present conditions to a more normal basis; but asa writer in the current 
number of The Round Table says: “the whole pioblem of popular 
migration is one that increasingly needs scientific treatment and international 
ad jusi ment.” 

In our Loan Department there bas been a falling off of nearly 300 in the 
total number of applications for loans during ‘he past year. The shrinkage in 
the volume of its work is best shown by contrasting the number of loans open 
on the books at the end of 1918 and 1913, in the former year the total was under 
600. end in the latter over 3,400 Further evidence of the effect of war con- 
ditions is furnished by the number of loans granted to new applicants during 
the past year, which reached the insignificant figure of 46. It is anticipated 
that some resumption of activity will result as the demobilisation of the army 
proceeds, and applications from discharged service men will, of course, receive 
specia! consideration. 


’ In the Industrial Committee's section a more pronounced paralysis of effort 
has resulted, the causes being those to which I ‘referred last year, rendering 
repetition unnecessary. Here prospects are obscured by the uncertainty created 
by the new Education Act, alihough the extension of the school. 
attendance age and the obligation to attend continuation schools will 
not be operative for some few years. What will be the scope for apprentice- 
ship in the near future, and still more when these conditions come into play, I 
am unable to forecast, but it is clear that the founda ions of the work of the

The fate of another and smaller branch of the Board's work is also in the. 


balance, The workrooms, which are unendowed, have been maintained mainly 
for training and employing invalid gitls. They have been working at a loss for 
some time, and the amount of this annual deficiency has become considerable. 
As the number of invalid girls is now quite insignificant, and it is possible that 
other arrangements can be made for them, the Committee of the Workrooms is 
considering the advisability of closing them. This view seems to be the correct 
one, having regard to all the circumstances and to the necessity of preserving 
our resources for more imperative needs. 

There is one branch of our work, however, which shows no diminution in 
volume. The Health Committee has dealt with 300 more cases in the year, the 
increase being almost entirely among men, TI am told that it is doubiful 
whether this feature is the result of tuberculous soldiers being discharged to 
civilian life, as it is not believed there had been time for the effect of such a 
movement, if it had already taken place on any important scale, to have shown 
tself in civilian returns; the increase is attributed partly to the 


DEFICIENCY IN SANATORIUM ACCOMMODATION, 


but also to the spread of the disease in consequence of the absence of fat and 
other nutritive foods, from which the men, who are the principal workers 
among the Jewish industrial population, have suffered. 


The preventive work of the Department is more urgent than ever in view 
of the statement recently made at a conference of tuberculous officers that the 
death rate from the pulmonary form of the disease has risen in England and 
Wales since 1914 by 12 per cent. 

The care of delicate and pre-tubercular children is entrusted to this Com- 
mittee, and eighty-six have been sent away for varying periods. The Board 
maintains three homes for this purpose, one of which is for boys under the 
superintendence of Mr. and Mrs. Harris, to whom we are much indebted for 
their self-sacrificing and valuable services. It is unfortunate that of this 
number, thirty-three children have had to be boarded out e'sewhere, but we 
have no more special funds available, and the balance of resources, already 
set aside for these purposes, will be exhausted before the end of the year. It is 
to be hoped that some generous persons wil! place at the Board's disposal a 
fund for the continuance and extension of this excellent work, to the value of 
which the reports of the medical officers respectively testify. 

While Lam referring to children, I am sure you will be interested in 
hearing that the Board has been able to make arrangements for the care of very 
young children, t.c., under the age of six, who have been deprived of their 
mother through death and other causes. This class of case has always been a 
source of great anxiety to the Board; both before and during the war it had 
become increasingly difficult, and lately almost impossible to board out such 
children satisfactorily. With the valuable co-operation of Mrs. Model, a 
residential day nursery was started as an experiment in connection with the 
Domestic Training Home, and it succeeded admirably. An. opportunity recently 
occurred of securing on favourable terms the house next door to the

Mr. M. Casu said he had listened to the very lucid and able statement of 
the President concerning the comprehensive activities of the Board, and had 
been particularly interested in his reference to the lack of workers. He thought 
this was due tothe class barrier which bad beer set up. It was notorious that 
the beggar of to-day might be the man of affairs twenty years hence, and he 
complained that the East Eod men of ability could not enter the narrow circle 
of the Board's workers. It was only recently that the Friendly Societies had 
begun to be recognised, and he urged that in the ranks of these bodies might be © 
found a number of useful and earnest workers, and that financial help might be 
forthcoming from the same quarter. 

Mr. E. H,. BEDDINGTON denied that any distinction was made between 
workers, no matter whence they came. Personally he thought that those who 
belonged to the Friendly Societies to-day would be the aristocracy of Jewry 
in the next generation, * 

Mr. M. A. GREEN said that the Board worked under a democratic constitu- 
tion, and if the peopie in the East End desired more re» resez ‘ation on the Board 
it was entirely in their own hands. is. 

Mr. Moss alleged that there was a steel ring round the Board, The East 
Enders were treated as step-children. _Plenty of workers were available in the 
East End, and their assistance should be invoked. 

Mr. J. M. Lissacx urged that the Board should undertake more propa- 
ganda work in the outlying districts, which did not know fully of the work the 
Board was doing. 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN said that when the Board was staried everybody 
lived in the East, and he objected to geographical expressions being introduced 
in regard to their selection of workers. The work of the Board was difficult, 
and an apprentiveship was necessary. The members of the Board were selected 
from those who had won their spurs in committee work. 

he PRESIDENT, replying on the discussion, reminded Mrs. Holt that the 
Board had been the first Jewish body to elect ladies as members. They would 
welcome a lady as a member of the Executive, In regard toa distinction between 
East and West in the membership of the Board, he denied that there had ever 
been anything of the kind. The Board of Guardians was the most democratic 
body he knew. Mr. Lissack's suggestion had been tried, but when he had 
wanted to appeal for funds the suggestion that he should address local meetings 
had dried up. (Laughter.) He urged Mr. Cash to bring in new workers, who 
should qualify for membership of the Board. 

VOTES OF THANKS. 

Mrs. L, MODEL, in moving a vote of thanks to the President, said that the 
Board remained the premier charity of the Jewish Community and the respon- 
sibilities imposed upon the President were very great. The Board was the 
trustee of the whole Jewish Community so far as the poor were concerned, and 
was a potent instrument in counteracting anti-Semitism in this country. The 
work of the Board required a great deal of intuition, tact, and sympathy, and 
new workers bad to qualify. She looked for a great deal of help from the 
Friendly Societies. She expressed the hope that Mr. Cohen would be spared 
in strength and health tocontinue his devoted work on behalf of the Community. 

Mr. Myer STEPHANY seconded the vote, which was carried by acclamation. 

The PRESIDENT, in reply, mentioned that 85 per cent. of the work of the 
Board related to “foreign” Jews. 

Major LauRic MAGNUS proposed a vote of thanks to the staff, and par- 
ticularly mentioned Mr. S. Berman, the principal clerk, who, since Mr. 
Stephany’s death, had been doing two men's work. 


Mr. E. MORLEY seconded the vote, which was briefly acknowledged by 
Mr. Berman. 


The Late Henry Louis Cohen. 


A Correction. 


From the Rev. ISIDORE HARRIS. 
[To tue Eorror.] 


Sir,—The Rev. Ephraim Levine's very interesting account of the services 
rendered to Anglo-Jewry by ghe four Cohen brothers, omits all reference to the 
communal labours of a fifth noteworthy brother—Henry Louis Cohen. Henry 
Cohen was President for some years of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home, and a 
predecessor in this office of Sir Barrow Ellis. His interest in the institution was 
maintained to the time of his death, and has since been commemorated by his 
widow (this lady is bappilystill living), in the form of various benefactions, notably 
the Henry L. Cohen gymnasium at Nightingale Lane. Henry Cohen was also 
the first President of the Bayswater Jewish Schools, and when these schools 
were removed from Westbourne Park to Harrow Road he became Chairman 
and Treasurer of the Building Committee. He had been prominently 
identified with the Bayswater Synagogue from the time of its inception. It 
was he who presented to the synagogue and endowed its congregational 
Succah, Then, also, Henry Coben rendered notable services to Jews’ 
College, when that institution was housed in Finsbury Square, He was a 
member of its Council and Education Committee, audited its accounts 
with all the acumen of a professional accountant, and delivered lectures to its 
students and the general public, which I recollect listening to as a small boy. 
Nor did these three institutions exhaust his activities. The valuable “ Jewish 
Directory,” compiled by the late Asher Myers in 1874, bas these further items 
appended to his name: Committee Jews’ Hospital, House Committee ditto, 
Committee Initiation Society, Committee Holy Land Relief Fund, His public 
labours were the more remarkable considering that he suffered from physical 
disabilities which would have justified his absolute retirement from public life. 
There was a ring of spontaneous generosity about his many charities to the 
community which was very characteristic of the man. Some twenty Jewish 
institutions benefited by his will, Therefore, when Mr. Levine asks: “ Were 
there ever among us four brothers whose activities covered a wider field, and 
who contributed more to advance the welfare and the good name of Jew ?” the 
question might be made more striking if, in the interests of historical accuracy, 
it were amended as follows: “ Were there ever among us five brothers whose 
activities, etc.”

TWENTY-FIFTH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION. 


The annual meeting of the Chevra Kadisha was held on Sunday at the 


Great Synagogee Chambers. Mr. ARTHUR E. FRANKLIN, J.P., pesided. A 
letter of regret for non-atiendance was read from the President, Mr. Herbert 
Bentwich, LL.B., who was detained in Paris on important work in connection 
with the Peace Conference. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN, a vote of condolence was passed with 
Mr. L. Felsenstein on the death of his son, 

Mr. F. S. SPIERS, in moving the adoption of the financial statement, said 
that there was a balance in hand of £27, which was satisfactory. There had 
been three calls on the Benevolent Fund. The administrative account amounted 
to 412. The total number of attendances was 34, as compared with 50 in the 
previous year, The work of the Chevra had been excellently carried out. The 
Book of Prayer had been put on the magket. One thousand copies had been 
printed atacost of £68. The Chevra was not out to make a profit on the 
publication, the first edition of which had been exbausted. The cost of the 
second edition had been defrayed by Mr. Franklin, and they were proceeding 
with the publication of a third edition. He hoped the administrators would 
bring the book to the notice of people in their respective districts. 

The financial statement having been adopted, the CHAIRMAN called atten- 
tion to another new book (by the Chief Rabb:) which had been issued, in 
response to several requests that had been made to the Chief Rabbi that some 
kind of service might be held in the house previous to a fuaeral, especially for 
the benefit of the ladies who did not go to the cemetery. 

Mr. LEopo_p Frank said that the Chevra Kadisha had done its work 
quietly and unostentatiously. 

Mr. J. M. Lissack said that every revérence should be paid at a funeral. 
There was a growing feeling among members of the Community to create inno- 
vations and to refuse to have the Taharas performed. It was also not unu-ual 
to hear of Jews baving their funerals carried out by non-Jews, which was most 
regrettable. 

The Rev. M. RoseneauM, speaking for the Committee of Ministers, hoped 
the Boards of Management of the Constituent Synagogues would purchase 
copies of the book for distribution among the mourners when occasion arose. 

The CHAIRMAN agreed with the remarks made by Mr, Lissack. He said 
that some people had taken a violent dislike to the carrying out of the last rires. 
There was a strong feeling of appreval of the manner in which the Chevra 
Kadisha had performed its work. 

The honorary officers were re-elected as follows: Messrs. Herbert Bent- 
wich, President ; Arthur E. Franklin, Vice-President ; F,.S. Spiers, Treasurer ; 
and Gerald Lev ys Hon. Secretary. 

On the motion of the CHAIRMAN thanks were accorded to the Chief Rabbi 
for his address to the Rev. A. Kutz for conducting the service, to the Choir, 
and to the Hon Officers of the Synagogue for placing the building at the 
disposal of the Chevra.

The Chevra soothed the ls«t hours of the dying as they set out on the last 
journey to the Proms” Land ; ‘and they supervised the decorous per- 
formance of all the “last rites” prescribed by our Holy Faith. Judaism 
deciared such service to be the highest because absolutely disinterested. 
POR Ov Such service rendered to 
fellow-mortals purifies, hallows, atones: It is a spiritual bond between past 
and present, between man and man, between man and God. It causes mortal 
to remember whence he cometh, whither he goeth, and before whom he will be 
called upon to stand in Judgment ; that Ife is short, but not too short for work 
that shall outlive the worker. May they continue to the end of their days to 
deal in truth and loving-kindness with the living and the dead; both pertorm- 
ing with a willing spirit every work of mercy and compassion, and cheering and 
sustaining the hearts of those seared by sorrow.

I paid a visit 'o the establishment and foand 
myself sitting by a counter on which were spread muffins and crumpets, a can 
of milk, cheese (neces.arily Trefa as there is no Kasher cheese at present), 
dishes of fried fish, and a cold joint of meat. Such a flagrant mixing of meat 
and butter put me off partaking of anything buat fish. 

Can the Ecclesiastical Authorities do noihing to stop such acts? Can 
these places not be inspectei or licensed ? 

I have recently been aske! very exorp tant prices at Jewish batchers and 
cooked provisions stores. For instance, 4s. per pound for cooked salt beef, 
and 3s. 2! for beef sausage Here | am on firmer ground. These shops are 
licensed by the Shechita Board, working in conjunction with the Beth Din, and 
each butcher is called upon to exhibit a plaque showing that he is so licensed.

however, dispelled the clouds, for, armed with a basket of cakes, and assisted 
by that indelatigable worker, Capt. Davis, he passed from carriage to carriage 
of the train, bestowing upon each his little tribute of paternal sentiment. 

The greatest credit is due to Mr. Hornblower for the successful manner in 
which he handled these refugees, many of whom had been plunged suddenly 
from prosperity to poverty. He always gave that pity which humanity in 
distress demands, and at the same time exerted an influence of severity, so that 
sanitation, health, indusiry, morality were all secured. He found work for all 
who were capable to do so, and also employment for the women by establishing 
workrooms for making military clothing. He helped them to rise above their 
depression and misery by means of labour and industry. A camp hospital and 
creche were estab!ished, first under the direction of Dr. Abouchedid and then 
under that of Dr, Lorenzo, Red Cross workshops forthe manufacture of beds, 
mattresses, screens, etc., were in the hands of Mr. Raitan, the architect and 
engineer of the camps. Schools were commenced by Miss Annie E. Landau 
and continued by Miss Esther Shaer. Nursing care and attention were given 
.o the children by the Hadassah Society, under the direction, first of the late 
Miss Kaplan and then of Miss Bogen. Then there was the great food supply— 
soup kitchens, bakeries, etc.—supervised by Mr. Rabbinovitch; the distribution 
of soup and warm clothiag being ever the kind thought of Mrs. Broadbent. Last, 
but not least, Mr, Collins, the camp sergeant, was the ever-popular friend of the 
refugees.

NOTTING HILL ZIONIST ASSOCIATION. 
MR. JOSEPH COWEN ON ANTI-ZIONASTS. 


A newly-acquired hall in Kensington Park Road was opened on Sunday. 
There was a large attendance. The Rev. N, Hatter performed the cere. 
mony. 

Rabbi Dr. SAMUEL Daicnes, who presided in Mr. Shire’s unavoidable 
absence, said they wished the Association every success, and hoped that the 
Zionist Society in that neighbourhood would grow “from strength to strength.” 

Mr. JoseErn Cowen said that in better words than any he could use, their 
Chazan bad declared the building open for their enjoyment. He (Mr. Cowen) 
hoped a centre of Jewish life would be formed there. It was one of the signs 
of the times that they opened fresh rooms at the same moment that they were 
opening their great “rooms ” in Palestine. He did not knowwhether they appre- 
ciated all that Zionism meant or all that it stood for. He would not speak of 
the wonderful times that were now in front of them, when the sun was really 
rising upon their ancientland. Zionists stood for the great brotherhood of Jewry. 
(Hear, hear.). There was no difference with them between an English Jew anda 
Russian Jew. Differences of custom were mere trumpery differences. Jews were 
a great deal more one people than, say, the-British people was one people. 
When he said that, of course, he meant all those people who wished to be 
united with them, all the Jews who wished to stend in with the Jews. There 
were some Jews who desired to create differences between Jew and Jew. (Hear, 
hear). Those Jews were very poor Jews, and he doubted if they were very good 
anything else. In the League of British Jews, there were members who 
were not born Britishers. Some of them were born in Germany. (Laughter). The 
only Jews whom Zionists asked togo to Palestine were those who said they 
wanted to go. Probably there was no period in Jewish history fraught 
with greater disaster to their people than the last five years. His (Mr. Cowen’'s) 
fear was that there would not be enough accommodation for all those masses 
who would want to go to Palestine. There would be no obligation on the 
part of any Jew to go to Palestine. It would be sufficient for him to be there 
in spirit, and they would be very glad to have his good wishes. He should have 
thought that Anglo-Jewry would have welcomed the British offer and would have 
done everything in its power to make that offer great and effective. Instead 
of which they seemed to have pursued 

A NIGGLING POLICY, 
and to have read into the Declaration considerably less than the British 
Government ever meant. That was playing a very mean and very petty role. 
Perhaps in three hundred or four hundred years’ time people would be able to see 
what 1914-1918 meant. Some Jews had not seized the present moment in the 
right light. Whowerethey, however? For the most part there was a hand(ul 
of men in London, combined with a handful of menin raris. Those Jews were 
Jews living in countries that were the first to emancipate the Jews. They had 
apparently got so far away from the emancipation that they had become 
opposed to their own people's sentiments. So they were playing strange 
games, because of the idiosyncracies they had acopted in regard to the Jewish 
religion, Their ideas were perfectly grotesque to the average Jew. Yet they 
presumed to speak on behalf of the Jews at the Peace Conference. They 
pretended to represent the Jews, while they only misrepresented them. But 
Zionists had explained to the Powers very clearly who they were, and in these 
days when democracy was coming into its own they would be taken on their 
true valuation. It wasa pity that a movement such as Zionism should not 
have been joined by the best Jews everywhere. If that handful of men, English 
Jews, or French Jews, in the shape of that small body known as the 
Consisioire, liked to 


CUT THEMSELVES OFF FROM JEWRY 


they would remain on the ground like leaves that fell off a tree, because 
the Zionists’ tree would go on blossoming: (Applause.) As against those 
Jews he had mentioned, they had with them, unanimous and solid, 
practically the mass of the Jewries of Eastern Europe, and they had—what was 
still more important—the Jews of America. It was of extreme importance to 
the Zionist Movement that some of the control of the Movement should be in 
the hands of men who had not spent all their lives, or part of their lives, under 
Eastern European conditions. He believed that men free from their birth were 
the best kind of men to handle problems of freedom, and he looked to America 
to play a much bigger role in the Zionist Movement in the future than it had 
done in the past. He regretted that still more men in England had not come 
forward at such a moment as the present to say: “ Well, we did not see with 
you before. But wesee now that Zionism is a big thing, and weas Jews will 
come in and help you.” ‘He had the pleasure of meeting a few days ago t vo 
well-known American Jews, Dr. Cyrus Adier and Mr. Louis Marshal!, wo 
were now in Paris at the Peace Conference. They were not Zionists, but they 
were going loyally to abide by the decisions come to at the American Congress, 
not to oppose the Movement. In conclusion, Mr. Cowen urged those present 
to see that they would have the satisfaction of being able to say to their children's 
children: “I did everything I could to help the Movement along, and it is 
because of what I and the others did that we have in Palestine that wonderful 
home which is the admiration of all the world.” (Prolonged applause.) 

Rabbi Dr. Samuget DAICHES, in the course of along address, said that 
when he saw that Jews who called themselves leaders in Jewry, spoke and 
acted against Zionism and Zionist aims and aspirations, he asked himself who 
gave them the authority for doing this. One of the gentlemen who believed 
that he was a great leader in Jewry, Mr. Claude Montefiore, had said only the 
previous week that he would like to see Palestine more English than Jewish. 
When they read that M. Reinach wrote that there was no Jewish race, only 2 
Jewish religion, and that Zionism was absolutely an absurdity, they must wonder 
what made him express that view. When they read the speeches which some 
members of the League of British Jews delivered during the past year, they 
wondered how it was that people who call themselves Jews should so speak. 
Every Jew and Jewess should feel that the band of God was working in the affairs 
ofman. (Hear, hear.) They wereon the threshhold of great happenings in the 
history of the world and in the history of Israel. He would remind them of 
what happened in the time of the prophet Nehemiah. Certain Arabs and 
Philistines said to Nehemiah: “ Whatisit you aredoing? You are going to have 
a Jewish State? Are you going to rebel against the King?” And Nehemiah 
anawered: “God will cause onr (> and we shall rise 
up the Jewish nation again.” se.) Two thousand four hundred 
years had passed since then, and they were now going back to that position 
and were going to re-build the Jewish nation in Palestine, But men tbat had the 
spirit ‘within them of those who attacked Nehemiah said: “You want to have a

RABBI DR. GOLLANCZ REPLIES TO M. REINACH, 
In our last issue, we mentioned an article by M Joseph Reinach, which 
bad appeared in the Morning Post and in which the French publicist had set 
forth his objections to the establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine. Inter- 


viewed on the subject of the article by the Weekly Dispatch, of Sunday, Rabbi

had not been denied their rights in other countries. 

“ The plea of smal! nations for a country of their own, io which they should never 
have the right toexciade others of a different religion.that plea applies as much to 
Jews scattered about, who are denied the rights of citizenship, as to any smaller 
aations that are being considered by the Peace Coxference. 

“ Give the Jewachance, Let him breathe the air of liberty, then he will aot 
clamour and ask for licence.” 


*.* Areply to M. Reinach appeared in last Wednesday's Jewish World, 
A BRITISH PROTECTORATE OVER PALESTINE. 


Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, as Presiden: of the Zionist Council for Scotland, 
sent to the Scotsman a letrer commenting on observations by the Rev. Dr. 
Ewing on “ Palestine for the Jews,” which had ap eared in that newspaper, 
and in which Dr. Ewing had dealt sympathetically with the claims of the Jews 
to- Palestine. Replying to some points raised by Dr. Ewing, Dr. Daiches 
States 

It is universally admitted that it would not be possible to establish an administra- 
tion in Palestine that woul: please ali sections of its present population, and that in 
trying to evolve order out of chaos it wouid be necessary to esta’lish an administra. 
tron that would combine the efficiency and thoroughness of the man of the West with 
the natural sympathy and congenia! outlook of the man of the East. Who is there 
that could compete with the Jew in the combinat:n of there two indispensable 
qualities? So far as material power is coacerned—and one cannot think of o -press- 
ing other people if one has nor the material pow r to do so—it is the most ardent 
desire of the vas! majority of th: Zionists of the world that Great Britain should have 
that power, that Britain shculd pve entrusted with the Protectorate over Pvlestine, and 
with a mandate from the League of Nations to act as its trustee in safeguarding the 
independence and security of the Holy Land Surely no hetier guarantee coud be 
cequired for. the freedom and equality of al! section~ of the population of Palestine than 
the fact that Great Britain would exercise there supreme authority. 


EMPLOYMENT IN PALESTINE FOR JUDFANS,. 

The demobilisation of the Jewish battalions in Palestine is already well 
under way, and a considerable number of men have already reached England. 
Most of the American Judeans have elected to stay in Palestine and will, there- 
fore, be demobilised in that country. Arrangements have already been male 
for giving employment to two hundred of them, and the Palestine Commis .va 
iS investigating the possibi ity of finding work for others) Two members o: the 
judeans are to represent the.men's interests on the Provisional Committee of 
Palestinian Jewry. Whilst on garrison duty, the men are provided with oppor- 
tunity for study, and Mr. Ettinger, Director of the Agricultural Department of 
the Palestine Office, Zionist Organisation, bas undertaken to deliver a series of 
‘ectures On agriculture to them. 


PROPOSED PLAN OF COLONISATION. 


The Agriculture and Colonisation Department of the Zionist Palestine Office 
reports that it made a comprehensive though necessarily hasty survey of the 
economic situation in the country, so that the next steps in colonisation might 
be directed along beneficial lines. New estates, it declares, wil! perhaps not be 
at the disposal of the Zionist Organisation for somé time, and even areas 
acquired will not be ready for colonisation purposes until such improvements 
as irrigation and drainage works have been effected, and roa !s and bighways 
have been constructed. Schemes for development along those lines must 
therefore be ready for consideration in connection with such colonisation work 
as will occupy lengthy periods. But for the immediate future it is urged that 
closer settlement and more intensive culture on the land already in Jewish 
hands will enable some twelve thousand persons more to live on it, On the 
various estates in Jewish hands there is room for six hundred settlers’ famil‘es, 
say two hundred on land belonging to the Jewish National Fund and the 
Palestine Land Development Company, and four hundred on land belonging to 
private societies and individuals Thus, assuming five to a family, three 
thousand could be directly engaged in agriculture, As the establishment costs, 
namely, the cost of buildings, implements, working capital, schools, sanitation, 
and other public services, cannot be borne by working-men settlers, it 18 
proposed that the latter should be aided by loans, The cost of settling a 
family is estimated at £600. |

The Future of Palestine. 


From Mons. E. EBERLIN, 64, Boulevard Sebastopol, Paris. 
{To THe Epiror.) 


Sir,—You were good enough, in your issue of November 28th, to mention 
my article on the Anglo-French occupation of Palestine, which was published 
in the Populatre of Paris. 


As | have recently returned from Palestine, where I studied the situation 
on the spot, I venture to think that the following lines may interest your 
readers. 

The Arab question is not as acuteas some people imagine. The Jews and 
the Arabs can dwell together in Palestine as the Fiemish and Walloons do in 
Belgium. The duality of languages should be respected, and the teaching of 
Hebrew and Arabic should be obligatory in schools. This will help the two 
peoples to understand and mutually appreciate each other. There is room in 
Palestine for millions of cultivators of the soil and labourers, of whom there 
are at present some hundreds of thousands. 

I am pleased to affirm that the majority of your correspondents havea 
clear conception of the question, although they have not been in Palestine. 
This does honour to their political perspicacity. 

What embitters the relations between the Arabs and Jews in Palestine are, 
in the first place, the incitements of French clericals and anti-Semites (we, in 
France, are doing all thai we possibly can to oppose them), and, on the other 
hand, the attitude of certain English functionaries, who do not hold a fair 
balance between the two elements of the population, But, the principal 
question for Palestine is its future régime, and I fully approve the courageous 
campaign of Mr. Israel Zangwill and warmly congratulate him upon it. He 
has given an excellent lesson in dignity to those whom one of your correspon- 
dents has qualified, not without reason, as leaders of Cheder diplomacy. Mr. 
Zangwill bas declared : | 

I had rather see an independent Palestine, consisting of Arabs and Jews shouldering 
a common burden, than see a Palestine Jewry paralysed by tutelage and robbed by a 
Trustee Power of the invigorating struggle for self-expression and self-determination. 
This phrase, in my Opinion, sums up the situation. Should a Trustee Power 
apply to Palestine methods used in Egypt and India, the immigration and 
establishment of Jews in Palestine will not secure the necessary impulse, par- 
ticularly in view of the project to transport Maltese to the Land of Israel.
